ATTACK THROUGH SPOKES OF THE AXIS 


IVE HUNDRED and fifty-nine ministers have signed the fol- 
lowing petition to the governments of the United States of 
America and of the British Commonwealth: 


The conscience of humanity, insofar as it is free and unbe- 
holden to external authority, has kept silent too long. We must 
speak with the inner authority of all who inherit and cherish 
the past four hundred years of Protestant freedom. 

We proclaim that the face of Fascism is the face of slavery, 
whether it be Mussolini-Fascism or Franco- or Pétain-Fascism 
or the runaway Fascism (Nazism) of Hitler and Hirohito. The 
conscience of mankind abominates it and wonders bitterly why 
our anti-Fascist states still appease certain Fascist states, know- 
ing well that through these states the Axis draws vital informa- 
tion and war material, knowing well that when we support 
Franco we countenance the Gethsemane of the Spanish people 
just as when we supported Hirohito we prolonged the sacrificial 
suffering of the Chinese people. 

Franco and his teacher Pétain were Fascists long before 
Hitler and his teacher Mussolini invaded their countries. They 
are not Fascist because they serve Hitler. They serve Hitler 
because they are Fascist. It was Pétain who made Indo-China 
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a convenient stepping stone to the fall of Singapore and Java 
and to the sacrifice of countless American lives. It is Pétain 
who helps Hitler to Suez and to South America, while Franco 
‘has been Hitler’s tool since 1937. Both Pétain and Franco have 
legions fighting today with Hitler against our Russian ally. 

Fascism seeks world domination, which makes this war a 
World Civil War. Who is not anti-Fascist is Fascist. So-called 
neutral nations are political as well as military bases and 
beachheads for attacks upon the bulwarks of democracy. 

Therefore we are moved to call upon the anti-Fascist nations 
to make open and outright and immediate war wpon all Fascist 
nations and to seize at once all points of power everywhere 
whose “neutrality” is a mere option held by the Axis to be 
taken up at its convenience. 

If the United Nations are to win this war it must be carried 
into the German hub of the Axis through these Fascist spokes 
and carried today when Germany is locked in battle with the 
Soviets. This attack—opening a new Western Front—has been 
requested of us by our sorely pressed and decimated Russian 
ally. The dignity with which this request has been made should 
not blind us to its desperate urgency. If we refuse and disaster 
overtakes us we must blame none but ourselves who could have 
played the man but chose the role of slave. 


This is the third such canvass we have made, the others refer- 
ring to Lease-Lend to Russia, ““Freedom Must March” (See vol. IV 
no. 2 p. 75) and to the Lindbergh Des Moines speech, “Call to 
Christian America” (See vol. IV no. 1 p. 70). We intend to publish 
the names of the signers of these documents. Signatures of any 
(and there are many) who have not been canvassed on this latest 
petition will be added if sent in by postcard. It is physically 
impossible for us to canvass as many as we would like. 

We are certain that the authorities thus petitioned are very 
happy to have pressure brought upon them from our side once in a 
while. It relieves the pressure from the other side which is insistent 
and never-ending. 

Dr. John A. Mackay, President of Princeton Theological Semin- 
ary and a member of our Editorial Advisory Board, in signing this 
latest petition, pulled no punches when he made the following 
comment: 

The amazing statement credited to General Franco | Franco’s 
promise of a million men to fight Russia] reminds one of the 
remark of the famous Spanish writer and patriot, Miguel de 
Unamuno, when he and other leading Spaniards were in exile 
during a former dictatorial regime: “Spain,” he said, “is not at 
home.” The glorious Spain that was emerging from the tomb 
of centuries and was beginning to express her true democratic 
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and international self began to suffer martyrdom the moment 
the present Spanish regime came into power. Today “Spain is 
not at home.” The voices which sound in the peninsula are not 
authentic Spanish voices. If any land is now the tomb of liberty 
and of all that goes to make up true humanity, that land is 
unhappy Spain. Would that the Spanish Dictator, instead of 
offering a million Spaniards to his German master, would give 
liberty to that other million Spaniards, the cream of the nation, 
for whom the Spanish homeland is today a vast dungeon. Franco 
still dreams of recovering, with German help, the old Spain’s 
colonial empire in the New World. The new Spain, the true 
Spain, the Spain that “is not at home” but in exile or in prison, 
is interested only in giving spiritual leadership to scattered 
members of the Iberian families and in uniting the world in 
democratic freedom. 


THE RUSSIAN REVOLUTION 
AND THE FEAR OF GROWING UP 


Ever since the Protestant Reformation unlocked the spiritual 
prison of the West there has been in the world an agoraphobia—a 
terror of spiritual open places. The Russian Revolution bids fair 
to exorcise this terror, provided the Liberal West can find sufficient 
grace within itself to accept the exorcism. 


Neither the Protestant Reformation nor its children, the Amer- 
ican Revolution and the French Revolution, discovered the fact 
that freedom commits suicide when it allows itself to become free- 
dom to exploit. It was that discovery that the Russian Revolution 
has painfully made. 


It is not laicism which killed Protestantism. It is rather that 
much of Protestantism ran into the sands of laicism because it 
refused to face that basic denial of Christianity which was wage 
slavery. It is because of this that its wine grew weak and turned 
back into water. It is because of this that Quakers ease the lamb 
into the wolf’s mouth with their sinister talk of “peace.” It is 
because of this that many of our Free Churchmen confine their 
attention to what they call “peripheral concerns.’ After all they 
have no option. The financial props of their churches go berserk 
when they hear the word “Russia.” Their plight is pitiful as willy 
nilly they find themselves driven by the cruel logic of an illusory 
“neutrality” into an actual taking of sides with the coldly calculat- 
ing forces of terror.;,Yet many of them are at least honest with 
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_ themselves. And some of them are turning back to the Lord’s side, 
the side of the people’s revolution. 


No one can prophesy what the new dwelling place of the spirit 
will be. It may be a Church of Rome purged of its imperial pride 
and cleansed of its burden of property. It may be a new habitation 
altogether. The great deeds of the Russians may form a spiritual 
vacuum which will draw into it new schemes of thought, new forms 
in every art, undreamt of poetry of work and worship. 


Whether or not Protestantism may have served its day, one 
thing is certain: Protestantism will die if it falls for any kind of 
calculated. compromise with exploitation, call it ‘free enterprise” 
or any other equally misleading name. Such a Protestantism will 
first be underbid by the competition of more capable servants 
of exploitation and later be crushed along with its competitors when 
the people rise to put an end to exploitation. For the only form of 
Christianity which can serve exploitation will be a Christless form. 
And a Christless Cross might just as well be the Clubfoot Cross of 
the Nazis. There is no difference. 


Hitlerism is the end-product of man’s fear of growing up. 
Hitlerism serves the violent reaction of the disintegrated individual 
who cannot bring himself to cross the open space to real freedom 
but shrinks back in terror, back into the realm where there are no 
questions to be asked, only orders to be obeyed. 


We have spoken often and at length in this magazine about the 
necessity for a real understanding between America and Russia. 

Many disagreed with this and many still do. 

Their theory is that our contacts with Russia should be minimal; 
we should carry out our promises of military aid but no more. 

Others dwell on the thought that when our soldiers invade 
Europe their guns will be pointed toward Russia. 

And if our soldiers reach Europe in their full strength and 
with the latest equipment at about the time that Russia has bled 
herself white fighting the Nazis and perhaps having beaten them— 
well—our guns, this latter group says, will be pointed where they 
should be pointed. 

It is a line of thought and a line of talk. 

You may say it won’t amount to much but I do not think we 
should underestimate this line. 


It may not amount to enough to make inevitable the supreme 
tragedy of an anti-Soviet war following the anti-Axis war. It may 
merely amount to enough to bring about the almost supreme 
tragedy of a war against Europe’s coming people’s revolutions. 
This line may be stopped, but it won’t stop automatically. 

Some of the greatest newspapers in the country spread this 
line. 
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Monsignor Fulton J. Sheen spreads it, speaking over a nation 
wide hook-up to an audience of twelve million people with all the 
power and prestige of Christianity’s greatest church behind his 
eloquent words. 

A whole mess of Ku Kluxers and Firsters and Fronters spread it. 

An army intelligence officer tells me he hears it in the camps. 

It was to keep the Soviet power divided from the rest of the 
world that Hitler developed this line of propaganda—the same Red 
scare on which he had built his political power inside Germany. 

Collective security must be killed. 

How? By calling it a Red plot. 

Spanish democracy must be killed. 

How? By calling it Red. 

The Third French Republic must be killed. 

How? By calling it Red. 

So to the same ends and by the same methods Hitler works in 
America. 

If we want to find the true friends of Hitler we need look no 
further than for those who strove and strive to prevent the under- 
standing with Russia without which Britain-America cannot beat 
Hitler, cannot build peace. 


* * * 


This fact constitutes a new challenge to Protestants. We 
must do our best to meet the challenge. American Protestants 
have fallen down all along the line. They have betrayed their own 
principles. They have played along with the Fascist spearhead in 
the Catholic Church. They have preened themselves on being more 
Catholic than the Catholics. They have struck beautiful attitudes 
before the mirrors of their admiring congregations. Their individ- 
ualism, once a sign of strength, has become an escape from action. 
Political action is effective today only when it is group action. 


A delightful clergyman, in complete agreement with our “Call 
to Christian America,” refused to sign it because he said he was 
writing the President himself. He and many others of the clergy 
felt that it was duplication of effort to sign our statement in addi- 
tion to something else they were doing. It is as if a child were 
walking toward a precipice, unaware of his danger, and his mother, 
having called once, refused to call again and refused to have others 
call, even though the child didn’t hear. 

Let us not be deceived. Fascist forces are gathering for their 
greatest trial of strength. Armies alone will not whip them. The 
whole war may be lost at the peace table, especially if the peace 
should be made among the fetid vapors of Rome. Protestants must 
awaken. They must concentrate their efforts. THE PROTESTANT is a 
focus for this concentration. We must furnish a clear channel for

the democratic intentions of the people of this continent. As Harry 
Ward says, “If our anti-Soviet front succeeds .. . there will be no 
peace table, only more and more destructive war whose end none 
living may see.” It is for this reason that THE PROTESTANT is holding 
mass meetings in our large cities, namely to neutralize and destroy 
this anti-Soviet front. We are doing this in the name of peace, of 
justice, of religion. 


ECCLESIASTICAL BLUFF 


The gorgeously publicized propaganda to the effect that the 
Roman Catholic church is the only safe bridge between North 
and South America will soon be revealed for what it is: pro-Axis 
bluff. Certainly the fact that the Roman church is pro-Axis in 
Argentina, for instance, nobody in Argentina would deny. 


The Hierarchy supports the Castillo Government and its “neu- 
tral” policy. This neutral policy, like all neutral policies and like 
all talk of peace such as the Pope’s at the present time, is grist for 
Hitler’s slaughtermill. One of the most dangerous elements in our 
present situation is the persistent stupidity of important sections of 
public opinion with regard to a Vatican policy which continues 
to project political neutrality under the cloak of a spiritual 
neutrality. 


The minister of religion may, indeed must, bring consolation to 
Johnny Dillinger, who remains a precious soul in God’s eyes and 
must be so considered by the religious minister. This is a far cry 
however from taking a neutral attitude as between Dillinger and 
his victims while Dillinger is still at large and murdering everyone 
who gets in his way. It is this distinction which appears to be 
tragically confused in the North American mind. 


In South America the great majority of the people are against 
this kind of clericalism which is being used by the conservative and 
reactionary “estancieros,” afraid of the Red boogie man, afraid of 
every democratic influence, seeing in Hitler what he has taught 
them to see, namely, the bulwark against bolshevism. 


The Cardinal Archbishop Capello plays a very spectacular role 
in Argentina. He always appears in public on the side of the acting 
President, Hitler’s friend. All Catholic youth, in so far as it is 
really Catholic, is strongly pro-Franco, in effect therefore of course 
pro-Axis. The pitiful state of the clergy, spiritual and moral, 
combined with the anti-democratic attitude of the Hierarchy, have 
brought about a complete break between the intelligentsia and 
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Catholicism. There is but one very small group of Catholic intel- 
lectuals, following the Dominican-Maritain trend. They publish a 
magazine called Orden Christiano, speaking out bravely for democ- 
racy, and of course have been labelled ‘‘Red.” Most of the pro- 
fessors, writers, poets, philosophers are definitely anti-Catholic 
and thus inclined to consider Protestantism with a very sympathetic 
curiosity. Many of them attended a lecture on Protestantism given 
by a French writer in Buenos Aires last winter and expressed 
their deep agreement with the political, moral and even spiritual 
implications of the lecture. The time is ripe for a large scale Protes- 
tant approach to South America. Needless to say a Protestantism 
which would conquer South America would need to be purged of 
many of its North American traits and would need to study the 
Iberian tradition with an appropriate humility. There is, however, 
already a deep interest in Protestant thought and politics. 


THE PEOPLE'S VOICE 


The People’s Voice is a newspaper edited by a member of 
our own editorial board, Adam Clayton Powell, Jr. and a band 
of brave and very talented Negroes. Every page of this paper has 
personality plus. Every page is wide awake and abounding with 
high spirits. There must be something very good about these times 
that out of the times and out of the people can come such a voice— 
clear, strong, exultant. This paper has no respect for anything 
under Heaven except God’s people. If you want to give yourself a 
needle-shower of joy, read The People’s Voice, a few samples of 
whose editorial paragraphs by Adam Powell follow here: 


No one can be neutral in such a day as this. Whether we are 
actual participants in this war or not, we must share in the 
victory or in the defeat... 


The darker races stand between two forces contending for 
world supremacy—the axis and the United Nations. We cannot 
evaluate upon the basis of promises but we can evaluate upon 
the basis of actual performances of the past. As we of the darker 
races—the majority group of the world—look at the Nazi- 
Fascist-Jap-Axis, we can find no hope for the future. 


As for the United Nations, we begin by admitting the wrongs 
perpetrated upon us. Vast portions of the globe are still colon- 
ized, but THEIR FORM OF GOVERNMENT IN ACTION IS 
FAR SUPERIOR TO THAT PROMISED BY THE AXIS 
FORCES. “4 
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We are fighting that there shall never be another nation 
which shall be a colonial possession or an enslaved group. 


In the midst of the gathering darkness of this world chaos, 
let us labor on. Let us labor with the certainty that one day 
the dawn shall break. When that dawn breaks and the tread of 
the conqueror’s feet has grown silent and the dust of his bones 
shall return to the kindred elements from whence it came, free 
men—BLACK, BROWN, YELLOW AND WHITE—SHALL GO 
FORTH TO FOUND A WORLD CULTURE IN WHICH ALL 
MEN SHALL LIVE IN COMPLETE EQUALITY OF OPPOR- 
TUNITY.

The way some intolerant bigoted whites are conducting 
themselves more and more proves to me that it is up to the 
Negro group to save democracy.

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THE WAR'S RELIGIOUS 
By DENIS DE ROUGEMONT 


HOSE WHO write about the 

world crisis in our news- 
papers and magazines confine 
their remarks almost altogether 
to politics and economics. Rarely 
or never do they deal with reli- 
gious factors. This negligence is 
due to certain innate prejudices: 
a non-believing writer is natur- 
ally inclined to underestimate 
the role of reli-

We live, however, in a time 
when mass movements are more 
and more forcing us to recon- 
sider seriously at least the soci- 
ological aspect of religious mat- 
ters. In this place I wish to point 
out some significant connections 
between the evolution of diverse 
faiths and the evolution of poli- 
tics in the West. This analysis 
will, I believe, discover for us 
certain directions within the 
present political situation and in 
the diplomatic ‘‘grand strategy” 
being played secretly behind the 
official game. ‘* 

There are today three forms 
of totalitarianism which are, in 


and in a certain 
measure which I shall clarify 
later, France. How explain these 
facts to which no one until 
now has given the slightest at- 
tention? If one studies the ec- 
clesiastical history of Italy, of 
Russia and of Germany one sees 
that the distinction of powers 
between the church and the state 
has never been established in a 
satisfactory or even a tolerable 
manner in these three nations. 
In Italy the papacy has always 
claimed a temporal power which 
never could adjust itself with 
political power. This theocratic 
tendency has dominated the pa- 
pacy for centuries. In Russia and 
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in Germany the reverse was the 
case. The Czar and the Emperor 
were the heads of the state and 
of the church together, and the 
clergy conformed with a certain 
servility to the state. These were 
the Cesaro-Papist regimes. Thus 
in all these lands the church and 
the state were merged more or 
less in the eye of the people and 
constituted the “powers that 
be.” 

This fundamental fact was to 
determine the form of modern 
revolutions, for if one attacked 
the state, in the public mind it 
amounted to the same as attack- 
ing the church. To upset one 
was to upset the other. Revolu- 
tions copy, consciously or not, 
the structures of the powers they 
upset. The Jacobins, for ex- 
ample, became centralizers in 
imitation of the Kings of France. 
It was inevitable that the revo- 
lutionary chiefs in Italy, in Rus- 
sia and in Germany were drawn 
by the nature of things and cus- 
toms to attack at the same time 
the state and the church, which 
merged in the mind of the 
people. It was inevitable that 
from the moment they grasped 
temporal power they would try 
also to grasp spiritual power. 
The theocratic structures or the 
Cesaro-Papist structures which 
they inherited became then in 
their new order totalitarian 
structures. For what is totalitar- 
ianism, if not the confusion and 
the fusion of temporal power 
and spiritual authority? 

In Calvinist countries, on the 
contrary, the distinction between 
the temporal and the spiritual 
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had been affirmed ever since the 
16th century with great vigor. 
For reasons which were at one 
and the same time theological 
and tactical the reformers were 
led to insist above all on indi- 
vidual rights based on the voca- 
tion which each man received 
from God. The right to rebel 
was established by Calvin and 
his successors, not for the isol- 
ated individual it is true, but for 
a group which saw its faith and 
its civic rights encroached upon 
by the abuse of temporal power. 
As for ecclesiastical powers, 
they organized themselves into 
federations of synods (that is, 
local parliaments) avoiding thus 
all temptation to be confounded 
with the personal power of a 
prince or the centralized power 
of a republic. This organization 
of the church according to syn- 
ods and this recognition of the 
right to differ was manifested in 
a political federalism in Switzer- 
land, in the United States, in the 
Netherlands, and to a lesser de- 
gree in the heart of the British 
Commonwealth. The French 
Calvinists in the 16th century 
were the first to propose a feder- 
alist organization of the king- 
dom, then of the whole of Eur- 
ope; this was the plan of the Duc 
de Sully, known historically as 
the “great plan.” When later in 
the 19th century the Calvinist 
faith became weaker in these 
different countries, the institu- 
tions which it has marked with 
its imprint evolved naturally in 
an individualist rather than a 
totalitarian direction. 
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The antithesis, totalitarianism 
over against democracy, is found 
then to be involved in a large 
measure with factors of faith 
and church, the spiritual climate 
of Calvinism corresponding 
more or less with the climate of 
the democracies. 


* a * 


Once we recognize this gen- 
eral outline we can point to cer- 
tain important nuances. Why, 
for example, did not the Scandi- 
navian states, which are purely 
Lutheran, evolve in the same 
direction as Germany? And why 
did France, once she became 
Catholic in majority, move much 
further in the direction of indi- 
vidualism than any other de- 
mocracy? For Scandinavia the 
important fact is this: at the re- 
formation the King, the church 
and the entire people became 
Lutheran without opposition. 
There was no violent struggle as 
in Germany, where Luther in 
order to resist the Emperor had 
to put himself under the defi- 
nitely compromising protection 
of the Princes. The religious 
reform was effected in Sweden 
within the framework of the 
old institutions without a break 
in tradition and without civil 
war. The political power and 
the religious authority were thus 
differentiated in a normal man- 
ner. We find an analogous evo- 
lution in England where all the 
traditional forms were pre- 
served, although at the price of 
more violent disturbances from 
which sprang the secession of 
the Puritans. J

Thus in our days an exactly 
similar process has been repro- 
duced in these same countries, 
this time in the social and eco- 
nomic order. We see in Sweden 
and in England a socialist reform 
introduced into the midst of the 
conservative frameworks of roy- 
alty and of hierarchical aristoc- 
racies. As they kept their bish- 
ops, all the while becoming Pro- 
testant; so they keep their courts 
and titles, all the while becom- 
ing socialist. And here again the 
transition works with less dis- 
turbance in Sweden than in Eng- 
land. As for France, it is true 
that she became Catholic under 
Louis XIV. But let us not forget 
that it was the Protestants who 
gave their moral framework to 
the Third Republic. Guizot, first 
minister of Louis Philippe and a 
Huguenot, created the public 
school. Buisson and Pecaut, ex- 
pastors, created later l’Ecole 
Normale des Instituteurs, which 
was the cradle of the republican 
spirit in the last decades of the 
past centuries. The reactionary 
royalist polemic of a Charles 
Maurras always accused the 
Protestants of having created the 
spirit of the Third Republic. This 
liberal Protestant influence had 
to orient itself necessarily to- 
ward pure individualism as the 
religious content evaporated and 
the school became laicized. 

It would be interesting to an- 
alyze from this point of view the 
case of the United States of 
America. Founded by dissident 
Protestant colonials, it was des- 
tined to evolve in a direction at 
once federalist and excessively 
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individualist. And this is what 
happened in the 19th century. 
But this very excess of Amer- 
ican religious individualism was 
bound to provoke compensation- 
al phenomena. A certain oppor- 
tunist tolerance, verging on doc- 
trinal indifference, was bound to 
correct the tendency toward di- 
Vision which iniroduced the 
multiplicity of the sects. Con- 
formism, external and superfi- 
cial, but more intolerant than in 
any other part of the world, was 
bound to come to correct the 
deep-seated individualism. On 
the surface the United States 
shows a totalitarian tendency in 
its standardization of manners 
and of the material aspecis of 
life. In reality the profound 
causes of this conformism are 
radically distinct from those that 
led to Fascism in Europe. 


= = = 


In the light of this historical 
perspective, the present war is 
revealed in a new way. It takes 
a confessional direction which, 
while it may not be the most im- 
portant, cannot be ignored with 
impunity. Up until 1941 the poli- 
tical situation was the following: 

We had on one side the Rome- 
Berlin Axis backed up by Fran- 
co-Spain and on the other hand 
the democracies, France, Great 
Britain, Belgium, Holland, Nor- 
way, backed up by the United 
States. In confessional terms 
this alignment could be inter- 
preted as follows: on one side 
the totalitarian dictatorships 
merging political power and 
spiritual authority in accordance 
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with the inherited formula of 
Jesuit politics; on the other side 
the democracies actually prac- 
ticing the separation of these 
powers, that is, liberty of con- 
science in accordance with the 
Calvinist formula. 

One could simplify this still 
further: on one side we have the 
Axis with a very strong Catholic 
majority, on the other side we 
have the Anglo-Saxon world 
with a very strong Protestant 
majority. 

Here again one must indicate 
some nuances which are import- 
ant in the final discussion of our 
main idea. For one could ask: 
how does it happen that totali- 
tarian Germany was Protestant 
while democratic France and 
Belgium were Roman Catholic? 
Let us look at this more closely. 
One third of pre-Hiiler Ger- 
many were Catholics, strongly 
organized, playing a_ political 
role in everything as Catholics 
(it was the Centrist Party) 
while there was no political 
Lutheran party. Let us not for- 
get that the party of the Center, 
headed by Chancellor Bruening, 
was in power during the period 
of Hitler’s ascension to power. 
Let us not forget that the Cath- 
olic von Papen was the principle 
tool for the coming to power of 
Hitler. And finally, let us not 
forget that Hitlerism developed 
first in Catholic Bavaria, and 
that Hitler himself was—and re- 
mains—a Catholic. (This is said 
for those who habitually refer 
to Hitler as a second Luther.) 
Since the annexation of Austria, 
Czechoslovakia and certain parts 
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of Poland, the great Reich ac- 
tually is more than half Catholic. 


As to France, we have already 
mentioned to what a degree she 
was penetrated by Calvinist in- 
fluences. The Vichy regime rep- 
resents a reaction against these 
moral and political elements of 
Protestant origin, which for a 
long time formed the character 
of the Third Republic. It is suffi- 
ciently well-known that Pétain 
from the beginning found sup- 
port in the Catholic hierarchy, 
and one of his first measures was 
to re-establish the religious ord- 
ers. Thus from the confessional 
point of view the present war 
was clearly enough up to 194la 
war directed by the totalitarians 
against the Protestant world or 
to be more exact, against a world 
politically and socially formed 
by Protestant influences. We 
shall find this opinion double- 
checked as we look at the ele- 
ments of the opposition which 
show themselves in both camps. 
It is undeniable that the most 
serious and organized opposition 
to Hitlerism, even in Germany, 
was the fact of the confessional 
church in Germany grouping 
Lutherans and Calvinists around 
one confession of faith, inspired 
by Karl Barth and his disciples. 
We see today the same process 
reproducing itself in Norwegian 
Lutheranism. It is undeniable 
on the other hand that one of the 
serious oppositions to anti-total- 
itarian direction of the Amer- 
ican war effort comes from 
Catholic sources, the same pro- 
cesses reproducing themselves in

an even more striking manner in 
South America. 


Thus not only the majority of 
democracies are Protestant, but 
the majority of the internal 
opponents to totalitarianism are 
also Protestant (according to 
the census); and on the other 
hand not only the majority of 
the totalitarian states are Cath- 
olic (according to the census), 
but again the majority of their 
fellow-travellers in the bosom 
of the democracies are subjects 
of the Vatican. 


* * * 


The involuntary entry into the 
war of Jugoslavia, of Rumania, 
of Greece and finally of Soviet 
Russia in 1941 appeared to have 
somewhat complicated this pat- 
tern, so clear up to then. The 
apparent complication was, by 
and large, the intervention of 
Eastern Orthodoxy on the side 
of the Calvinist democracies. 
But among the Orthodox na- 
tions the most important (Rus- 
sia) was found to be a dictator- 
ship of totalitarian appearance. 
We would not for an instant 
minimize the objection that this 
fact constitutes for our thesis, 
which makes no pretence of 
being dogmatic but does claim 
rather to be entirely empirical. 
If, as we think, certain profound 
relations exist between the to- 
talitarian conception and the 
great traditional Roman policy, 
how does it happen that we find 
a totalitarian dictatorship in the 
camp of the Protestant democra- 
cies? Let us note first a rather 
strange parallelism between the 
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Russian policy and the attitude 
of the Orthodox churches to- 
wards the Protestant world. One 
knows that since the first Ecu- 
menical Congress at Steckholm, 
more and more numerous and 
cordial ties have been estab- 
lished between the Orthodox and 
Protestant churches, ranging 
from active collaboration in edu- 
cational spheres (the activities 
of the YMCA in the Balkans, for 
instance) to intercommunion ac- 
cords among the Orthodox, Ang- 
lican and Swedish Lutheran 
churches. In spite of the lineage 
ef rites and dogmas, which 
would seem to bring the Ortho- 
dox to the side of the Roman, it 
is in reality with the Protestants 
that the various Russian and 
Balkan churches have discover- 
ed an affinity and spiritual sym- 
pathy. 

Without trying to look for the 
deep causes of this religious phe- 
nomenon,’ let us confine our- 
selves to underscoring what pre- 
ceded and prefigured a political 
phenomenon such as we have 
witnessed this past year: that is, 
the alliance of the Soviets, not 
with the totalitarians, but with 
the democracies. Let us note that 
if the alliance between the throne 
and the altar could provide in 
Russia as well as in the Axis 
countries a reaction inevitably 
totalitarian, it was for very dif- 
ferent reasons. The fault of Or- 
thodoxy was to yield to the poli- 
tical power a servility so great 
as to culminate in a Cesaro-Pap- 
ism, while on the other hand the 
fault of Romanism was to dom- 
inate the state in accordance 
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with its theocratic ambition. 
Thus the establishment of a stat- 
ute of autonomy for the church 
and the state, which is a Protes- 
tant formula, would represent 
progress for the Orthodox 
church, while it would represent 
defeat and regression for the 
Roman church. 


* * * 


The lesson to be drawn from 
these considerations is very 
clear: the victory of the Axis in 
this war would signify the vic- 
tory of a group of nations in 
great majority Roman Catholic, 
over a group of nations in great 
majority Protestant, supported. 
by the Orthodox nations. The 
correctives which the existence 
of small states like Orthodox 
Rumania and Lutheran Finland 
on the side of the Axis or Bul- 
garia and Catholic Poland on the 
side of the Allies, which we are 
obliged to consider in this global 
picture, would not substantially 
modify it, since these latter 
countries were drawn into the 
war for exclusively geographic 
and military reasons. 

This may explain in a large 
measure the present-day policy 
of the Vatican, the support 
which the Roman hierarchy gave 
to Fascism in Italy, as well as in 
France and Spain, and the sub- 
versive opposition against the 
war of the democracies which 
the same Catholic church wages 
in South America. It may well 
be that the Vatican made a mis- 
take in its anticipations and that 
it underestimated the danger 
which a victory of the totalitar- 
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jans would represent for the 
church, but the fact is that the 
Vatican up to the present has 
behaved as if it expected from 
a triumph of the Axis a perspec- 
tive most favorable for its long- 
range policy. The fact is that 
the Vatican has acted as if it 
agreed with the reasoning we 
have followed here, and as if it 
had entertained the same global 
outlook. 

From a strictly religious, spir- 
itual or Christian point of view, 
this alignment obviously ceases 
to be valid. It would be barbar- 
ous to compare, as certain people 
have done, the Catholic univers- 
al ambition with the racial and 
pagan totalitarian ambition. It 
is not in Catholic theology, in the 
Christian substance of Catholi- 
cism, that the reasons for the at- 
titude of the Roman church are 
to be found, but in a political 
tradition which is a constant 
element of the Papacy in its 
character as an earthly power. It 
is precisely because the Catholic 
faith in itself is incompatible 
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with totalitarianism that the po- 
litical attitude of Rome creates 
among the loyal followers of 
this church such recurrent crises 
of conscience. 

No doubt we shall see more 
and more signs of this. Cardinal 
Faulhaber’s recent letter to the 
Vatican is one. The energetic 
protests of the Spanish Bishops 
of Logreno and Calahorra 
against the Nazi doctrine are 
another. In France, liberal 
Catholic circles, influenced by 
the Dominicans or by the phil- 
osophy of Maritain, and a great 
portion of the small clergy are 
holding out in tenacious opposi- 
tion to the official politics of the 
Vatican. What will the result of 
this inner struggle be? Will it 
not be to question, one day or 
another, the principle of uncon- 
ditional submission of faithful 
Catholics to Rome? Or will the 
church, having tolerated their 
liberal and democratic attitude 
insofar as it seemed expedient, 
force them to submit? 


Looking beyond Japanese expediency, this 
mutual diplomatic recognition between Japan 
and the Pope is of momentous significance to 


Christianity ... Any understanding between 
< Roman Catholic ecclesiastical imperialism and 
Japanese political imperialism could easily result 
2, in restriction and eventual suppression of 


Protestant missionary effort in all areas under 


Japanese control. The long and sorry history of 
church and state relations in Europe has too 


often made that clear.

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Thomas Aquinas never finished his great work, the 
“Summa Theologica.” It is told that while worship- 
ping one day he saw a vision, after which he went 
home, closed his book and laid down his writing quill 
never to pick it up again. Perhaps his vision was of 
his Master, writing but once, in sand. Perhaps a bit 
of that sand, blowing about the world for a thousand 
years, got tnto Thomas’ eye and made him see. 

Of the deepest truth nothing can be said. Words 
fail, as we say. Indeed it is the central truth of Chris- 
tianity that truth kept out of life is a lie. This is the 
meaning of the Incarnation. And this is the reason 
that some of the free churches refuse to adopt creedal 
Stalemenis. At the high moment of confrontation with 
reality the hands fall even jrom the harp, the strings 
are silent, the song itself is stricken in the throat. 

The following statement of Protestant principles 
should be read in this light. If they are read carefully 
tt will be noticed that they recognize this light. They 
are mot a creed. They are not exhaustive. They are 
tentatively controlling notions which may be applied 
as guides of ready reference to the aris of life. Per- 
haps the most important feature of these principles is 
that they insist on the open door of self-criticism and 
the ever receding horizon of development and change. 
They may be called principles of progress, pointing to 
the joy of arrivals, pointing to the ultimate joy of 
faithfulness unwarmed, alone, yet knowing itself — 
somehow taken account of in the nature of things, 
knowing itself to be known.

Our Protest is positive and dynamic. 
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Protestant Principles 


| 1. Protestantism affirms the absolute majesty of God alone 
and raises prophetic protest against every human claim, 
ecclesiastical or secular, to absolute truth and authority. 


2. Protestantism affirms the Christian message as the ultimate 
expression of the nature of the Divine and protests against all 
attempts to dissolve this message into a complex of religious 
experiences, moral demands and philosophical doctrines. 


3. Protestantism affirms Divine sovereignty over the institu- 
tiens and doctrines of the Christian churches and protests 
against attempts to bind the Christian message to the life and 
law of any historical Church. 


4. Protestantism affirms the direct reference of the Divine to 
every element of reality and protests against hierarchical 
mediations as well as against the separation of a sacred from 
a secular realm.

A STUDY IN POLITE FASCISM

one Morley too many in the country.” 


AM constrained to issue a 

warning against those mak- 
ers of opinion who pose as liber- 
als but whose speech occasional- 
ly betrays an alien accent and 
suspicious intonation. Often the 
thesis they expound seems to be 
satisfactory to the earnest seeker 
for the clue that will enable him 
to discover the direction of our 
destiny. The abler craftsmen in 
this company are so adroit, and 
their arguments so seductive, 
that the most discriminating 
reader hesitates to express his 
misgivings and is tempted to let 
the questionable sequitur pass as 
a mental lapse or slip of the pen. 
It seems unchivalrous to dis- 
agree when there is so much 
with which we agree. 

We have a striking illustration 
of what I have in mind in the 
public utterances of Dr. Felix 
Morley, President of Haverford 
College. For a number of years 
before his election to his present 
position in 1940, Dr. Morley was 
Editor of the Washington Post. 
This experience, in addition to 
his native ability and education 
in general, has fitted him to act 
as a fluent and persuasive inter- 
preter of current national and 
international problems. He 
writes a weekly article in the 
Philadelphia Evening Bulletin 
which, while raising the eye- 
brows of those readers who 
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wholeheartedly support the Al- 
lied Nations, is so urbanely done 
that it rarely arouses articulate 
reactions. 

Occasionally, however, Dr. 
Morley puts too heavy a load 
upon the patience of even his 
mildest readers. Commenting on 
the recent elevation of the in- 
famous Laval to the gauleiter- 
ship of France, for instance, he 
warned the American people 
against any display of hostility 
to the Vichy Government. We 
must be gentle and tactful and 
balanced in our attitude toward 
Laval and in our appraisals of 
the pros and cons. “One-sided 
criticisms only evoke one-sided 
recriminations, and thereby play 
into the hands of the Nazis.” 
“There is,” he said, “undoubt- 
edly much subterranean hostil- 
ity to Laval and his policies 
throughout France today. Would 
it continue if French troops were 
called into action by his com- 
mand to resist what would un- 
doubtedly be depicted as an ag- 
gressive invasion of French 
soil?” 

No! No! We must not antag- 
onize Laval. And of course it 
wouldn’t please Laval for us to 
seize Madagascar before his 
Japanese friends reached there. 
Above all we mustn’t embarrass 
Laval by delving into the ghast- 
ly slaughter of innocent hostages 
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by his good friend Hitler’s firing 
squads. On the subject of this 
barbarism Dr. Morley is dis- 
creetly silent. For it is essential 
that our government remain on 
good terms with Vichy in order 
“to provide the Administration 
with information necessary for 
well informed and careful judg- 
ment. Therefore it seems vital 
that this listening post should be 
maintained as long as possible.” 
Martinique too should remain 
inviolate. 

“For nearly two years ‘Papa’ 
Pétain has worked gallantly and 
ceaselessly to preserve for 
France as much political inde- 
pendence as the Armistice terms 
inflicted upon that country 
would allow.” Thus Dr. Morley 
on Pétain, who would have be- 
trayed his country in 1918 had it 
not been for Marshall Foch. He 
succeeded in 1940. Because of 
this betrayal he has been the 
tool of Hitler since the Armis- 
tice. The fear that the Nazis 
would publish this treason has 
hung over his neck like the 
sword of Damocles ever since, 
and forced him to dance when- 
ever Hitler called the tune. Dr. 
Morley chides his fellow Amer- 
icans for having done so little to 
help Pétain and for having 
“turned so ruthlessly against 
France in the period of her 
agony.” He spits from his aca- 
demic lower upon the simple 
truth that France is misruled 
against the will of the masses of 
the people by a coterie of Quis- 
lings whose primary layalty is to 
themselves and Hitler. 
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“It is reported,” Dr. Morley 
goes on, “that the German threat 
to cut off food supplies was part 
of the pressure which brought 
Laval to power. If carefully 
supervised American food ship- 
ments, as under the Hoover plan, - 
had been permitted, such pres- 
sure would not have been effec- 
tive. There would today be grat- 
itude rather than cynicism 
toward the United States in 
France.” If this is true, the pen- 
itential cry of every American 
should be, “Deliver me from 
blood guiltiness, O God, thou 
God of my salvation.” But be- 
fore admitting the validity of 
the indictment and donning 
sackcloth and ashes, let us ask, 
who is Dr. Morley’s anonymous 
reporter? Undoubtedly it is Dr. 
Goebbels, whose fertile mind 
conceived this argument for the 
double purpose of poisoning the 
French people with hate toward 
their traditional friends and 
weakening the American will to 
victory by a deep sense of humi- 
liation and confusion. 

In pleading for food for 
France Dr. Morley is revealingly 
silent about the supplies of 
American food and oil that were 
relayed from French Africa to 
General Rommel in Libya, or 
about the notable service Pétain 
rendered to the Axis powers in 
furnishing the Japanese with 
their bases in Indo-China, a ser- 
vice indispensable to the con- 
quest of the Philippines and 
Singapore. 

The limitations of space do not 
allow an exhaustive review of 
Dr. Morley’s other utterances 
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upon the momentous events of 
the hour. To many of his obser- 
vations no exception can be 
taken. The record is spotty but 
through it there runs an ever 
recurrent pattern which, if not 
fascistic, is closely related to 
fascism. He was opposed to 
American participation in the 
war on the ground that “democ- 
racy in this country might be 
destroyed.”’ He was an isolation- 
ist in 1940, declaring that “the 
real destiny of the United States 
is to maintain a continent of 
peace for the positive purpose of 
a vital and universally helpful 
leadership in the establishment 
of world peace.” Evidently he 
did not take Hitler’s threats ser- 
iously. He opposed the Arms 
Loan Bill and the Lend Lease 
Bill and censured President 
Roosevelt’s opposition to a nego- 
tiated peace. He is still toying 
with this idea rather than witha 
clean cut victory. This is implicit 
in the concluding paragraph of a 
recent article in the Saturday 
Evening Post, in which he says: 
“Tt is fitting that the United 
States, which has less taste than 
most for conquest, more practice 
than most in the true balancing 
of power to attain political stab- 
ility, should lead in the develop- 
ment of a workable settlement. 
The essential prerequisite is a 
formula of regional equipoise. 
This alone can release, for the 
benefit of all, the tremendous 
productive capacities of man; 
this alone can curb by balance 
rather than by intolerable re- 
straint the potentially construc-

tive instinct for power which has 
now run so completely amok.” 
These are vague words and 
amorphous ideas and apart from 
the background, whose salient 
features I have hastily describ- 
ed, they would doubtless be ac- 
cepted by the average reader 
without comprehension of their 
purpose. They deflect the atten- 
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tion from the defeat of the Axis — 


powers and an all-out victory. 

It is always dangerous to go 
on record and Dr. Morley must 
regret the estimate that he made 
of Mussolini in May 1940. “No- 
body has assessed and weighed 
every factor in the situation 
more carefully. If he should 
strike next week, an action he is 
known to be contemplating, it 
will prove that a shrewd judge 
of the situation thinks that the 
outcome is decided and that the 
moment to cash in his checks is 
at hand.”’ Evidently Dr. Morley 
agreed with Mussolini in his be- 
lief that Britain was beaten. In- 
cidentally, one wonders whether 
he has changed his estimate of 
President Roosevelt. In October, 
1940, he said: ‘““We cannot trust 
a man with President Roose- 
velt’s cavalier attitude.” He also 
accused the President of forcing 
the United States into war. 

Over a year ago the eminent 
French engineer, Emil Houdry, 
founder of France Forever, had 
been refused the privilege of 
speaking on Haverford campus 
unless he would promise to ab- 
stain from propaganda, and later 
declared that “France fell be- 
cause there was one Morley too 
many in the country.” 
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THE AXIS IS LONGER THAN YOU THINK

suppose that the Axis runs 
only through Berlin, Rome, and 
Tokyo. The real Axis is much 
longer than that. For there is a 
long as well as a short Axis: 
the war between the United Na- 
tions and Hitler is a war that is 
also in progress within the 
United Nations themselves. It is 
a war that began long before the 
declarations of war; and it did 
not stop with the descent upon 
us of the dove of “unity.” Only 
ignorance or willful blindness 
can neglect this “war within the 
war.” 

To a large degree the present 
plight of the world is the conse- 
quence of the immoral desires 
and policies of those power 
groups within the United Na- 
tions who have wished to pre- 
vent the extension of democracy. 
Indeed, in the final accounting 
the United States along with the 
other democracies will have to 
bear a considerable share of the 
guilt for the breakdown of de- 
mocracy in Germany, for the 
destruction of a responsible and 
pro-democratic government in 
Spain, for the brutal violation of 
China at the hands of Japan, and 
for the anti-democratic exploi- 
tation of South America which 
has made that continent such a 
happy hunting ground for the 
Nazis. 

But the building up,;the aiding 
and abetting of the Axis, and

especially of the long Axis, by 
no means stopped with the out- 
break of hostilities. Miracles 
like that do not happen in the 
real world. Many of the same 
people who were anxious to get 
rich on the sale of scrap iron to 
Japan or who wanted Germany 
to destroy Russia or who wished 
Hitler to save Spain from “bol- 
shevism” (as they pretended) or 
who have until recently contin- 
ued to sell gasoline to the Ger- 
mans and the Italians, are de- 
spite their loud shouts for patri- 
otism still turning around on the 
same old long Axis. They and 
others like them are no more 
committed to the practice and 
extension of democracy within 
the nation than they are favor- 
able to its preservation or exten- 
sion on the planet. Nor is it 
right to say that these people 
should be forgiven because they 
know not what they do. They 
are well aware of the nature of 
the issues that confront them. 
They know that the familiar 
patterns of economic and social 
arrangements are rapidly ap- 
proaching a time of sifting. They 
know that the immense dispari- 
ties in distribution of income 
(and therefore of consumption) 
are being recognized by more 
and more men as not only brutal 
but as also beyond the purview 
of ethical justification. And what 
is more important, they know 
too that the underprivileged and 
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outcast groups in our own coun- 
try are more and more effective- 
ly organizing for corrective poli- 
tical action. And that is the 
reason they want to nail down 
the word democracy so that it 
will mean only what they call 
“the old American way of life.” 


THE ANTI-LABOR AXIS 


The workers of America have 
a long enough memory to recol- 
lect what happened to wages in 
contrast to profits in the last war. 
They have a long enough mem- 
ory to remember also that they 
patriotically discontinued the 
extension of union activity dur- 
ing World War I only to find 
themselves confronted immedi- 
ately at the end of the war by a 
hostile and powerful campaign 
under the guidance of such pre- 
servers of “the American way” 
as The National Association of 
Manufacturers. And they do not 
intend to have that fiasco re- 
peated under the guise of a “tot- 
al war,” total war here meaning 
only malice for the Axis abroad 
and charity for the Axis at 
home. 


But the workers do not need 
to draw from the well of mem- 
ory in order to find cause for 
skepticism. In the present situa- 
tion also they discern good cause 
for being skeptical about the in- 
tentions of certain of the patri- 
ots. For while the public press 
has been devoting much space to 
the need for cutting down over- 
time costs and while the labor 
unions have been surrendering 
double-time for Saturdays, Sun- 
days and holidays, the “great

Even since the so-called © 


boom began in 1935 thousands of ~ 


them have been unemployed for 
long periods of time, and they 
are therefore in debt. Moreover, 
many workers have been put out 
of work, and some are even now 
being evicted from their homes, 
while the plants are being con- 
verted for war-time production. 
Thousands of these men have 
been receiving only $7 to $12 
a week through unemployment 
compensation, and meanwhile 
Congress has refused to pass cor- 
rective legislation. And even 
those who are at work are right- 
ly weary of the bellowings of 
the democrats from the Poll-tax 
states who form the spearhead 
of the anti-labor front. One 
union leader in Detroit is re- 
ported as having said recently, 
“Of course we'll give up over- 
time pay or anything else if 
we're sure it’s for the U.S.A. But 
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we won’t do it for the company. 
We know something about their 
profits—for instance we know 
| about the 27% profit on the 
Diesel contract. We know that 
_ four men took nearly seven mil- 
_ lion dollars out of General Mo- 
' tors in 1940, in salaries, bonuses 
and dividends. We know their 
‘take’ was still bigger in 1941. We 
wonder what it will be in 1942.” 

The workers are no longer so 
gullible as newspapers like the 
Chicago Tribune apparently 
suppose them to be. They want 
to see some decisive action on 
the part of Congress and the 
administration before they “fall 
| for” the sales campaign. They 
quite rightly want to know 
whether there is going to be a 
_ fair armistice in the war within 
_ the war at home. They want to 
know why the State Department 
is now trying to hush up the 
| Standard Oil Case. Something 
of this spirit is evident in the 
proposals made at the National 
Convention of the United Auto- 
mobile Workers recently. A list- 
ing of these proposals will sug- 
gest that there are altogether too 
many things left ambiguous 
right at the time when labor is 
making voluntary relinquish- 
ments. Here is the list. The 
UAW asks for: rigid price con- 
trols, wage adjustments to offset 
increased living costs, a profit 
ceiling, a ruling that the maxi- 
mum income for the duration be 
$25,000 a year (the maximum in 
Great Britain is less than this) ; 
they ask for a payment of a 
guaranteed living wage to de- 
pendents of men and women in 
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military service, for a debt mor- 
atorium for soldiers and for 
workers made idle by conver- 
sion of industries to war work, 
for the creation of a Labor Pro- 
duction Division in the War Pro- 
duction Board to step up the 
output of arms. (They remem- 
ber that over a year ago a union 
official, Walter Reuther, suggest- 
ed a plan that has only recently 
been adopted under other aus- 
pices; they remember also that 
he was pooh-poohed at the 
time.) Behind all of these pro- 
posals there is a multitude of 
issues that deserve open and free 
diplomacy on the home front. 
Why are the members of the 
UAW insisting on these points? 
Here is one of the reasons. In _ 
the most important industrial 
center for war production, De- 
troit, many new plants have 
been constructed in hitherto un- 
inhabited areas. In a recent issue 
of Survey Graphic Miss Buelah 
Amidon has published an im- 
pressive study of the conditions 
there. According to her report, 
the population in one township 
alone increased from 8,000 to 
22,000 in 1940. By 1942 it had 
risen to 35,000. And where do 
the workers live? In trailers 
and tar-paper shacks. No pro- 
vision has been made for hous- 
ing, no provision for sewage dis- 
posal, for medical care; and no 
adequate provisions have been 
made for schools. In certain 
townships in the area, teachers 
are working from 7:30 to 5:00 
o’clock teaching three shifts of 
children. Water is supplied from 
shallow wells. Stiff clay soil in 
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the area is unsuited for the con- 
struction of septic tanks. Sewage 
empties into open untiled ditches 
and travels across the country- 
side in rivers of sewage. It is 
said that the people in the area 
tell the time of day or night by 
the smell. Local doctors have 
blocked the establishment of a 
county health unit. One school 
nurse is available for every 10,- 
000 school children. ‘We’re 
growin’ every week,” says a 
property owner who rents space 
for trailers. ‘“‘But I don’t see how 
We can escape typhoid,” says a 
worker. ‘Perhaps we need an 
epidemic to arouse the public.” 
This situation has become typi- 
cal of numerous defense towns 
in both the North and the South. 
And meanwhile, we might add, 
Marshall Field’s in Chicago has 
found material and labor to con- 
struct twenty-eight new rooms 
in its store for displaying gowns. 
The carpets in these rooms are 
two inches thick and give the 
illusion that one is performing 
the miracle of walking on water 
as one glides across them on 
light fantastic toe. Truly we are 
in the midst of a crisis. 


THE ANTI-NEGRO AXIS 


Or let us look at another as- 
pect of the war within the war. 
There are even at this date in 
the fight for freedom scores of 
factories that are short of labor 
and yet that will not employ 
Negro labor. Paradoxically 
enough, the government has 
through the National Youth Ad- 
ministration trained hundreds of 
Negroes for skilled mechanical 
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work, but these very men are 
rejected. Fewer than three hun- 
dred of ten thousand trainees 
placed in defense jobs in New 
York from June 1940 to January 
1942 were Negroes. Of 8,769 
skilled and semi-skilled jobs in 
aircraft from January to March 
1941, only thirteen went to non- 
white workers; of nearly 60,000 
placements during the same per- 
iod in metal trades occupations, 
fewer than five hundred went 
to non-whites. These figures 
come from the Social Security 
Board in Washington. Many 
industries also refuse to hire 
Negroes for unskilled labor. 
What is the result? Even during 
the war for the Four Freedoms 
the proportion of Negroes on re- 
lief is increasing. Moreover, 
with the great influx of Southern 
white labor into northern areas, 
the intensity of race prejudice 
has been on the increase. The 
Ku Klux Klan is now an active 
and dangerous force in Michi- 
gan, as well as in the Middle 
West and the South. 

Or take another example of 
race discrimination, namely, 
housing. For months the local 
authorities in Detroit refused 
last year to select an even half- 
way suitable location for Negro 
housing. Now that the Sojourn- 
er Truth project is completed, 
the Negroes for whom it was 
built cannot enter for occupancy. 
Detroit is “afraid” of riots. And 
“fear” of this Axis at home is 
spreading. The Federal Govern- 
ment is now finding it impossible 
to secure approval from the local 
authorities in Buffalo for any 
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housing project for the Negroes 
there. And just the other eve- 
ning a protest meeting was held 
in Chicago against the exclusion 
of the Negroes from Sojourner 
Truth. There is some talk about 
organizing a march on Washing- 
ton. You say, that would be in- 
ept at this time. What would we 
do, I wonder, if we were Neg- 
roes? Remember that it was only 
after the Negroes threatened a 
march on Washington last year 
that the President of the United 
States could venture to promul- 
gate his executive order that 
Negroes be not discriminated 
against in defense industries. 
Remember too that, despite the 
executive order, ten Chicago 
firms have recently been cited 
for discrimination against the 
Negro in defense industries. But 
the defense industries have no 
monopoly on race discrimina- 
tion. Some of the large unions of 
the AFL refuse membership to 
Negroes. And everyone knows 
about the discrimination against 
the Negro in the Army and the 
Navy. Everyone knows too that 
a large number of the states in 
the Union have suffrage laws 
and poll tax laws that disfran- 
chise the Negroes. So Pearl Buck 
was quite correct in her recent 
statement that a good many 
people have made a mistake in 
this war and should be fighting 
on Hitler’s side. Verily, ‘‘The 
Axis is longer than you think.” 
Perhaps she would have spoken 
more caustically if she had been 
aware of the statement of Carter 
Glass on the “good old” Amer- 
ican way of life. At a Virginia 
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Constitutional Convention held 
in 1902 for the purpose of 
amending the suffrage law, Sen- 
ator Glass is reported to have 
said: 

“The chief purpose of this conven- 
tion is to amend the suffrage clause 
of the existing constitution. It does 
not require much prescience to fore- 
tell that the alteration which we 
shall make will not apply to ‘all 
persons and classes without distinc- 
tion. We were sent here to make 
distinctions. We expect to make dis- 
tinctions. We will make distinc- 
tions.” 


THE ANTI-SEMITIC AXIS 


But the Negroes are not the 
only group discriminated 
against. The latest figures indi- 
cate that there are at present 
about 2,000 organizations in this 
country with 15,000,000 paying 
members, all of which organiza- 
tions, despite certain variations 
in purpose, are anti-Semitic. In- 
deed, the management of anti- 
Semitic organizations is one of 
the most lucrative rackets in the 
land today. Of course, many of 
these organizations (in the 
North as well as in the South) 
are urging “real Americans” to 
keep the Negro “in his place.” 
Most of these groups are pro- 
Fascist in sympathies. Last 
month a leader of one of these 
groups shouted to a Chicago au- 
dience that someone ought to as- 
sassinate that Jew, Roosevelt. 

One of the most energetic and 
successful warriors for the long 
Axis is, of course, Congressman 
Martin Dies of Texas,—a Poll- 
tax Representative. Mr. Dies has 
for years been “smearing” a 
great variety of his fellow-citi- 
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zens on charges of “bolshevism.” 
Even the first lady of the land, 
the Vice-President, a member of 
the cabinet, and the man who is 
in charge of the Office of Facts 
and Figures have not escaped 
his far-flung smear. Mr. Dies 
seems intent on ferreting out of 
Washington the very men who 
have been most consistently op- 
posed to the Axis, and especially 
those who are against the Axis 
at home. Moreover, he has given 
relatively little attention to anti- 
Semitic, avowedly pro-Fascist 
groups, groups that are liberally 
represented in the Intelligence 
service, in the diplomatic ser- 
vice, and in the local organiza- 
tions for civilian defense. And 
all the while Mr. Dies has openly 
flirted with these pro-Fascist 
and anti-Semitic and anti-Negro 
organizations. Besides, his 
speeches and press releases are 
widely disseminated by Dr. 
Goebbels in Germany. And yet 
he continues his “patriotic” 
work. 


DEFENSE PIVOTS 
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“The old American way of 
life’ is not what we are defend- 
ing in this war. That ruse will 
not work. It will not work be- 
cause the fight against the short 
Axis abroad cannot in the end 
be successful, unless it is ac- 
companied by gains against the 
longer axis that has been turn- 
ing at home. It will not work 
because too many people are 
convinced that there will be little 
gain if the short Axis of Berlin, 
Rome and Tokyo is broken and 
the longer Axis of economic in- 
justice and racial discrimination 
at home is not broken. It will 
not work because too many 
people realize that total war for 
democracy must include the 
struggle for democracy within 
the democracies. For the total 
war is being fought not only to 
defend the “democracy” we have 
but also to preserve the possibil- 
ity of working for the democracy 
we claim to have. It is a war 
against both the short and the 
long Axis.

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HITLER'S NEW EAU DE COLOGNE

HE CITY of Cologne is inter- 
nationally known for its ro- 


mantic situation, its “Eau de 
Cologne” factories, its Gothic 
cathedral, its big industrial 


plants which have been bombed 
by the R. A. F. many times, and 
for its high society who are Hit- 
ler’s first-ranking conspirators. 

If you ever smelled the ori- 
ginal cologne water it is prob- 
able that you said, “Very re- 
freshing indeed!”’ But you were 
very likely not aware that the 
oldest cologne perfume factory 
is run and partly owned by Col- 
onel Franz-Carl von Bock, re- 
tired, who is the only brother of 
Hitler’s Field Marshal Fedor von 
Bock. 

Colonel von Bock, 64, slender 
and about six feet tall, is mar- 
ried to Ottilie,, born Mumm von 
Schwarzenstein, who was an 
early propagandist for Adolf 
Hitler. In appearance Mrs. Ot- 
tilie could well be the personifi- 
cation of the Teutonic image of 
the full-breasted “Germania.” 
A sister and an aunt of Frau von 
Bock are married to two great 
Cologne bankers, and in these 
relations we are getting close to 
the conspiracy center of the ro- 
mantic Rhine city. 


As a matter of fact, one of the 
bankers is a certain Baron Rich- 
ard von Schnitzler. He is one of 
the proprietors of the Inter- 
national Bank of I. H. Stein, 
headquarters in Cologne. He is 
also the General Consul of Swe- 
den. He looks distinguished, as 
if he were an old diplomat. He 
likes famous pictures as well as 
the stock exchange. 


His cousin, Dr. Georg von 
Schnitzler, likes colors too, al- 
though of a different nature, for 
he is a member of the “Central 
Committee,” the top Board of 
Directors of the gigantic I. G. 
Farben International Dye Trust. 


There is a third man who 
liked still another kind of col- 
ors: the exciting colored uni- 
form of a General Staff’s Cap- 
tain in the Kaiser’s army. He is 
the brother-in-law of Schnitzler 
the banker and a co-proprietor 
of the I. H. Stein Bank. It was in 
Kurt von Schroeder’s house that 
Adolf Hitler and Franz von 
Papen met for the first time to 
fish in muddy “Cologne water,” 
i. e. to plan Hitler’s rise to 
power. 

Thus Schroeder is an old time 
Nazi. His family, however, never 
respected the “Autarkie” of the 
“Third Reich.” There is an Eng- 
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lish branch that owns the bank 
of I. H. Schroder & Co., 145 
Leadenhall St., E. C. 3, in Lon- 
don. A German-born first cou- 
sin of the Cologne baron, Hein- 
rich, married his English rela- 
tive Dorothee von Schroder and 
is living in London. A sister of 
Dorothee’s was married to the 
late Charles Platt, Captain of 
the ‘King’s Own Hussars.” The 
English branch of the Schroeder 
family possesses, apart from the 
bank, about 32,000 acres of land 
in Scotland and belongs to Brit- 
ish high society. 

Turning to the United States, 
we find that the Schroeders al- 
ways meant business — inter- 
national business. The Cologne 
Baron’s late uncle Heinrich was 
a great land owner in California 
and was married to the Amer- 
ican-born Mary Ellen Donahue. 
The couple had two daughters 
born in San Francisco: Marion 
Jeanette Isabelle and the late 
Editha, whose former husband 
reportedly lives in New York. 

Back in Cologne, we find that 
Baron von Schroeder is the Pre- 
sident of the “Deutsche Ver- 
kehrs - Kreditbank” (the Ger- 
man travellers’ bank, which 
means the bank of the inter- 
national “Fifth Columnist” 
travellers), and one of the Board 
members of the Bank of Inter- 
national Settlement in Basel, 
Switzerland. At the same time 
he is a member of many Boards 
of Directors in Germany’s heavy 
industries. And there he meets 
another Cologne banker, Baron 
Waldemar von Oppenheim, who 
recently in Stockholm trans- 


mitted Hitler’s ‘peace’ propo- 
sals to the English. 

Both Barons belong to the 
group of industrialists and inter- 
national bankers in Western 
Germany, especially Cologne, 
who as early as 1933 cleared the 
way for Hitler. Both Barons, for 
instance, are associated in the 
International Trust of Felten & 
Guilleaume, headquarters in 
Cologne. Schroeder is Chairman 
of the Trust and Oppenheim is a 
member of its Board of Direc- 
tors. Felten & Guilleaume pos- 
sess 15 factories in Germany 
alone and have big investments 
in Poland, Yugoslavia, Hungary 
and the Argentine. The ‘Socie- 
dade Electro Metallurgica Ar- 
gentina” (SEMA) in the Argen- 
tine capitol is entirely owned by 
Felten & Guilleaume in connec- 
tion with two other Inter- 
national Trusts: A. E. G. and 
Siemens in Berlin. 

The forty-four year old Wal- 
demar von Oppenheim, who 
emerged at Stockholm, is re- 
lated to the Prussian Counts 
Bredow, the Italian Counts Pocci 
and the French Counts Plancy. 
Waldemar’s mother was the for- 
mer Florence Mathews Hutchins, 
born in New York. His father as 
a young man worked in a Broad 
Street bank in New York for 
some time. Waldemar’s brother, 
Harold Emil Robert Gisbert, was 
a Lieutenant in the Imperial 
Army before he settled in this 
country. 

As great as the international 
relationships of Oppenheim may 
be—and those of his associate, 
von Schroeder—there are other 
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intimate connections which 
throw the limelight on the whole 
blueprint of Hitler’s new inter- 
national conspiracy. 

Baron von Oppenheim is a 
member of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Humboldt-Deutzmo- 
toren A.-G. in Cologne. Seventy 
per cent of the capital (32% 
million marks) of these big 
motor plants are owned by one 
of the greatest steel and coal 
trusts in Germany, the Kloeck- 
ner Trust. The Chairman and 
Vice-Chairman of the Cologne 
plants that made Oppenheim 
their collaborator and banker 
are Peter and Florian Kloeck- 
ner. It is well known that they 
belonged to the masters of Ger- 
man industry who invested in 
the Nazi party before Hitler had 
the cash of the Reich at his dis- 
posal and could pay his debts. 
Baron von Oppenheim, further- 
more, is co-proprietor of the Co- 
logne bank, Samuel Oppenheim 
& Co. A second owner of the 
bank is still another industrialist 
and banker of Cologne, Robert 
Pferdmenges. And with this 
name the circle is closed. Pferd- 
menges happens to be the Vice- 
President-of the immense 
Kloeckner Trust. 

There is no question, then, as 
to the clique in Germany that 
started the “peace” drive men- 
tioned recently by a high Wash- 
ington official. The actors are 
industrial magnates and inter- 
national bankers. They act for 
the Nazi High Army Command, 
which badly needs a diversion 
to paralyze the acts of the Allies. 
They are the same ones who, 
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with the support of a similar 
clique in France, organized the 
homecoming of Pierre Laval in 
Vichy. 

As a matter of fact, the mas- 
ters of heavy industry in France 
and Germany have been con- 
nected ever since 1926 by the 
“steel cartel.” They had strong 
and secret reciprocal invest- 
ments. Straw men of France 
took their places on German 
Boards (for instance, in Felten 
& Guilleaume A.-G.) and vice 
versa. Although the intimate 
connections apparently ceased 
for ten months, during the “‘Sitz” 
and the “Blitz” of 1939-40, ac- 
tually they were never inter- 
rupted. 

The head of French heavy in- 
dustry is Senator Francois de 
Wendel, who has coal and iron 
mines in Lorraine, near the 
Franco-German border. Some of 
them begin in France and con- 
tinue underground in Germany. 
In exchange de Wendel offered 
the Nazis an “underground” 
connection. He published a 
newspaper in German even be- 
fore the war broke out, but con- 
cealed his ownership of it. This 
paper, called ‘‘Buergerzeitung,” 
was printed in Forbach, France, 
close to the frontier, and system- 
atically attempted to undermine 
resistance to Hitler by the 
French people living in this bi- 
lingual Maginot region. In Paris 
the sheet was publicly accused 
of “sabotage of morale” and of 
spiritual high treason. In Ger- 
many the Nazi radio day after 
day picked up its editorials and 
transmitted them to the whole 
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provinces of Alsace and Lor- 
raine. 

Monsieur de Wendel, French 
Senator and pious Catholic, ob- 
viously had plenty of respect 
for Fifth Column methods. In 
the Register of Commerce he 
should have listed himself as 
owner of the treacherous “Buer- 
gerzeitung.” But for this formal- 
ity he again had a straw man— 
the journalist, Count Fernand de 
Brinon. He was the first French 
newspaperman to whom, in the 
fall of 1933, Hitler ever granted 
an interview. After the French- 
German armistice he starred 
again in a new part when he 
became the general delegate of 
the Vichy Government in Paris. 
He had been and he remained 
the marionette of de Wendel and 
of international bankers. Brinon 
had until the French disaster 
been the Chief Editor of the 
greatest Paris stock exchange 
newspaper, “Information,” con- 
trolled and used by the interna- 
tional banks of Lazare Fréres in 
Paris and London. Today, when 
Brinon is stigmatized as one of 
the most infamous “collabor- 
ationists’, we know the identity 
of the men behind him. 

We know who wanted the re- 
turn of Laval, which he tireless- 
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ly advocated. We know whose 
interests Laval and he, a mem- 
ber of Laval’s new cabinet, are 
representing. As for his attach- 
ment to the offices of Marechal 
Philippe Pétain, we may remem- 
ber that Francois de Wendel is 
the master of a Trust and can- 
not himself be everywhere at 
the same time. He has to use 
his time in plotting with the 
Nazi Trust Masters Kloeckner 
and attending to his jobs on 
Boards of Directors. As for his 
Vichy “factory” he was con- 
vinced that the time was ripe to 
change the leadership. So Laval 
became Chairman of the Board, 
Brinon became Acting Secretary 
and Pétain remained the same as 
he had been: the Honorary 
President who gives his name, 
who politely gives information 
about the decisions that are 
made and who himself has noth- 
ing to decide. 

In France the “peace” plotters 
were successful, at least for the 
time being. France however is 
but one card in the game of in- 
dustrial masters and interna- 
tional bankers. Rightly or 
wrongly the latter expect to find 
another similar clique outside 
the continent of Europe. 


[The German industrial magnates of whom Hermann Goering is 
the largest and most magnificent, have always controlled the Nazi 
Party and used it consistently for their own aggrandizement. All 
those elements in the Nazi Party which opposed or might have 
opposed German big business have been expelled or killed off. Big 
business is bigger than the Nazi Party and, as Mr. Scheer indicates, 
it extends outside the continent of Europe. That horrible equation,

THE DEAN'S ANSWER TO HITLER 


By HEWLETT JOHNSON —The bold plan alone 
will bring the speedy peace. 


I speak at a moment of great solemnity. A crisis in the history 
of mankind is approaching its climax. We see a world in flames. 
The forces of what we believe to be good stand ranged against the 
forces of evil. On the outcome of this titanic struggle, which now 
involves us all, will hang the destiny of the world for centuries. 

With the burden of that knowledge in mind, we turn spellbound 
and fascinated to the center and crux of the conflict. The fate of 
mankind is being decided on that 2000 mile front in Eastern Europe 
where Nazi barbarism and Soviet humanism stand locked in 
deadly embrace. Perhaps it was destined in the nature of things 
that the conflict should find its focus there; for Russia and Germany 
can represent two ideas of life totally opposed the one to the other. 
Nazi Germany believes in a dominant class and a servile class. 
Russia believes in a classless brotherly society and tries to practice 
what she preaches. Nazi Germany believes in a dominant race and 
a servile race. She has equipped herself with ruthless thorough- 
ness to seize and keep the mastery of the world. Russia believes in 
collective security and seeks it. Russia believes in internationalism 
and practices it within the 150 nationalities in her Union. Nazi 
Germany approves of war as an instrument of policy and as an end 
in itself. War in Nazi eyes, is as necessary to man as childbirth to 
women. War isa glory. War is a pride. 

Soviet Russia believes in lasting peace both as desirable and 
possible and fights only to enthrone peace. 

In the surge of battle on the Eastern European front, the 
elementary principles of moral, civilized and Christian living are at 
stake. Of the ultimate issue of the struggle there can be no doubt. 
The Soviet Union will win, as I said in a message to your country 
on the fifth day of the Russian-German war. Hitler committed 
suicide when, on June 22, 1941, a date which will mark a turning 
point in human history, he flung himself against the Soviet people. 
But let us never forget that war in its ultimate issue is a supreme 
test of men and things. Wars demonstrate, as nothing else can 
demonstrate, the strength and weakness of men and nations. In the 
institutions of the Soviet Union, in its new political faith, in its new 
economic structure, in its unbroken morale which can retreat for 
800 miles, carrying its industry along with it and then, without a 
moment’s pause, and in the dead of a bitter winter pass to a mighty 
and progressive offensive, that great Eastern land demonstrates its 
superiority over the Nazi pagan creed. 


From an address delivered by telephone to the Protestant mass meeting at 
Carnegie Hall, April 13, 1942. 
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Russia is strong in battle—strong with a strength which only - 
astonished those who lacked knowledge of the vast changes, moral, — 


scientific, which she has made in her new mode of life. Russia has 
been strong in the arts of war because she has been strong in the 


arts of peace, strong to protect life because strong to promote life. — 


Russia’s moral qualities expressed themselves yesterday in giant 


strides in industry, agriculture, civic life and education. Russia’s © 


moral qualities express themselves today in the heroism of the Red 
Army and the dauntless courage of its peasant partisans, in the 
selfless toil of the workers behind the lines. Men, women and 
children give all they possess—their homes, their lands, their lives, 
for the country they love and the socialist cause they serve. 

Once more this spring, upon these same dauntless people will 
hang our fate. Hitler in a last desperate gamble will throw in all 
that Germany and its satellites possess. Japan will launch a simul- 
taneous attack on Vladivostock and the maritime province. Russia 
once again will receive the shock and once again will stand up to it, 
but if we, Great Britain and the United States of America, will to 


have it so, we can the more speedily defeat this last and most ~ 


ferocious attack and the more quickly bring an end to the war. 

To launch a Western offensive now, this year, this summer, this 
spring, will seal the fate of Hitler not in 1943, or 1944, but in 1942. 
The fall of Japan would follow Hitler’s fall as night follows day. 
Attack is our plain duty. Attack is our inescapable task. We must 
not shrink from it. We dare not shirk it. The people clamor for it. 
Germany, Italy, Finland, Rumania, Hungary, all hammer at Russia 
in Europe. Japan will soon be hammering at Russia on the Eastern 
side. We must hammer at Germany and her satellites on the 
Western side. The bold plan alone will bring the speedy peace. 

And what shall I say of that peace when it comes? Will sacrifice 
again prove vain? I refuse to believe it. 

Russia, bearing the brunt, has no place for the hysterical chatter 
which speaks of exterminating the German race. With crystal 
clearness, time and time again, Russia affirms that she will return 
to the Germans their place among the peaceful nations of the 
world, provided Prussian German freedom is organized in such a 
way as to preclude a repetition of past crimes. Germany must 
utterly eliminate her dangerous and brutal minority. Russia seeks 
peace. We seek peace. You seek peace. China seeks peace. Sealed 
by the blood of our people, a new friendship and a new under- 
standing will arise. 

This sick world, purged and purified, will turn once more to its 
nobler tasks. United with comrades of all lands, with men who see, 
in selfless service, the true happiness of individuals and the welfare 
of mankind, we may discover in Christ’s words that the Kingdom 
of God has come nigh. 


THE ANTI-SOVIET FRONT AND ITS OBJECTIVES 


By HARRY F. WARD 


HE ANTI-SOVIET front, 
which has been operating 
among us ever since the Russian 
Revolution, has not ceased its 
activities since the Soviet Union 
became our ally and by its mili- 
tary achievements made pos- 
sible the shortening of the war. 
It operates in four sectors—pro- 
paganda, religion, politics, eco- 
nomics. Since 
Pearl Harbor it 
has changed its 
approach but 
not its objec- 
tives. Recently 
on a three 
months’ speaking tour across the 
United States, up the Pacific 
Coast and back through Canada, 
I had ample opportunity to ob- 
serve the extent to which it is 
effectively collaborating with 
Hitler in spreading fear, doubt 
and distrust in our midst. 
Never a discussion group, sel- 
dom a question period after a 
lecture in which the fruits of its 
labors were not apparent. Again 
and again, from street corners 
and factories, and sometimes 
from labor circles, the echo of 
anti-Soviet papers, radio com- 
mentators, priests, preachers, 
rabbis and politicians, came in 
the slogan, ““‘When we have fin- 
ished Hitler we must clean up 
Stalin.” From business and pro- 
fessional circles came the repeti- 
tion of the Hearst-Hoover line,

that we had better concentrate 
on Japan and let Germany and 
Russia exhaust each other, then 
with Great Britain we can step 
in and run things. Also in evi- 
dence were the fears aroused 
by the McCormick - Patterson - 
Howard press and its colleagues 
that Russian smashing of Ger- 
man military power will mean 
the communiz- 
ing of Europe. 
Likewise the 
distrust spread 
by innuendoes 
about a_ secret 
Soviet-Japanese 
deal started by Sokolsky of the 
New York Sun. This is the man 
who was listed as a Japanese 
propagandist in 1939 by the 
China Weekly Review and who 
wrote on December 2, ‘“‘The Jap- 
anese want no war with us.” 

In the propaganda sector of 
the anti-Soviet front the writers’ 
division is the most numerous. 
It runs all the way from Valtin 
in the sewer, and graduates of 
the gutter school of journalism 
like his advisor Levine, to the 
respectability of Chamberlain 
and the Book Review Section of 
The New York Times. In be- 
tween is the main group, made 
up of those who, like Lyons and 
Utley, are actuated by various 
personal grievances against the 
Soviet Union, and the followers 
of Trotsky, headed by Max 
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Eastman, driven by a consuming 
hatred of Stalin and all the 
works of those who have labored 
with him. All of these people 
still have more respect from 
those who read books and maga- 
zines than they are entitled to 
from their handling of the facts, 
more than their few radio col- 
leagues get from their audiences. 
It looks as though the people 
who work in factories and 
mines, on ships, railroads and 
trucks, are discovering more 
quickly than those who work at 
desks the lies they have been 
told about the Soviet Union. Let 
me pass on a little evidence that 
has come my way concerning 
the truthfulness of several wide- 
ly read anti-Soviet writers. 

In Valtin’s Out of the Night 
the most dramatic incident in his 
alleged activities as a Comintern 
agent in this land is an assault 
upon a man on the street in Los 
Angeles whom he says he was 
ordered to kill because he was 
another Comintern agent who 
had turned traitor. In Valtin’s 
account he lost his nerve and 
merely went through the mo- 
tions of hitting the man over the 
head with a gun. For this he was 
given an indeterminate sentence 
of up to ten years in the state 
penitentiary. This occurred in 
1926 and he was paroled in 
about three years. Last year the 
Governor of California gave him 
a pardon so that he could be re- 
leased from deportation pro- 
ceedings and become an Amer- 
ican citizen. Recently, in Los 
Angeles, I examined and made a 
summary of the court record. 


It shows that he did hit a man — 


over the head with a gun, that 


this was done in a clothing store © 


and not on the street, and that it 
happened in the course of a dis- 
pute over the price of some 
clothes that Valtin had bought. 
The reason he gave for the as- 
sault was, ‘I got mad at the face 
he made at me.” The barber who 
chased and caught him, was 
called from his work by the 
storekeeper’s shouts. The only 
discrepancy between the ac- 
counts of the defendant, named 
as “Richard Drebs or Krebs’”’ and 
the ‘‘merchant” is that the ac- 
cused denied that he grabbed 
the package or pointed the gun 
with threat to shoot. The Dis- 
trict Attorney withdrew the 
charge of larceny and Krebs 
pleaded guilty to the charge of 
felonious assault with a deadly 
weapon. In passing sentence, the 
judge commented, “There seem 
to be no mitigating circum- 
stances justifying the attack and 
the court is rather impressed 
with the belief that the defend- 
ant is not entirely normal 
minded.” 

Turning now to the central 
group of anti-Soviet writers, the 
personal grievance school, Eu- 
gene Lyons offers a typical ex- 
ample of their regard for the 
truth, and indeed of their ability 
to recognize it. His book The Red 
Decade was blurbed as the work 
of an historian who knew the 
period of which he wrote. Be- 
cause of libellous statements 
concerning him, Corliss Lamont 
brought suit against the publish- 
ers. After their attorneys had 
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examined the evidence, the pub- 
lishers settled by agreeing to 
make nine substantial changes 
in the text of any and all future 
printings, including serializa- 
tions, dramatizations, broadcasts 
or any other form of publication. 
It is also stipulated that if there 
is any violation of the agreement 
the original suit for libel can be 
renewed. To my personal knowl- 
edge other persons could have 
secured similar results had they 
been financially able to bring 
suit. The reverberations of this 
incident throughout the publish- 
ing world mean that it will be 
more difficult from now on for 
anti-Soviet writers to find a 
market for material which, to 
put it mildly, substitutes pre- 
judiced, imaginative interpreta- 
tion for a truthful account of the 
facts. 

This incident also throws light 
on the trustworthiness of Max 
Eastman and the Reader’s 
Digest; for Eastman’s article in 
the December issue of that pub- 
lication, printed also in the mag- 
azine which Lyons edits, was in 
the Lyons technique, the smear 


technique popularized by Dies. 


It was indeed very much a re- 
hash of parts of Lyons’ book, 
just as that was an embroidered 
rehash of Dies Committee mat- 
erial. The Digest, which boasts 
three million readers, offered 
each of them three reprints, of- 
fered them also on the radio. I 
was informed in Los Angeles 
that every member of the Rus- 
sian War Relief Committee there 
had received one. So it is clear 
enough that the Reader’s Digest 
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is either a propaganda institu- 
tion or a propagandist instru- 
ment. If this was also a stunt in 
a publicity campaign, it was 
badly misconceived, for the pro- 
tests from outraged readers led 
to the withdrawal from circula- 
tion of the balance of what 
would seem to have been at least 
nine million reprints. The reason 
given was that in the present 
state of war it is perhaps just as 
well not to revive the past, 
which throws some light on why 
it was done in the first place. 
We pass now to the paragon of 
American journalism, The New 
York Times. Its Sunday Book 
Review Section invariably uses 
William Henry Chamberlain for 
books on the Soviet Union. By 
his work as correspondent in 
Moscow and his earlier books he 
built a reputation as an objec- 
tive-minded neutral critic. In 
recent years he has become hos- 
tile, while still preserving the 
appearance of objectivity. Last 
October, however, in his review 
of Hindus’ Hitler Cannot Con- 
quer Russia—a review so biased 
that Hindus felt compelled to 
answer it—he stepped reveal- 
ingly out of his literary charac- 
ter in a reference to the author 
of the most widely circulated 
book on the Soviet Union. He 
said: ‘“Mr. Hindus is too well in- 
formed and too candid to follow 
in the footsteps of the band of 
professional communist propa- 
gandists headed by that curious 
cleric, the Red Dean of Canter- 
bury, who see in the Soviet 
Union nothing but an earthly 
paradise.” Note the slur! It is 
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accompanied by two falsehoods. 
The Dean is not a professional 
propagandist. He does not hold 
the view ascribed to him. He 
specifically disavows it twice in 
his book The Soviet Power. At 
the end of the Preface there is a 
paragraph which begins, “Final- 
ly, there is need to guard against 
a too rosy and optimistic view of 
life in the Soviet Union.’. Near 
the end of the book there is a 
paragraph mentioning the dark- 
er aspects of Soviet life and con- 
taining the sentence, “Russians 
are not paragons of virtue, nor is 
the Soviet Union yet the golden 
paradise of the Utopians.” 

I sent the essential parts of 
these paragraphs, along with 
Chamberlain’s statement to the 
Editor of the Times Book Re- 
view Section, without comment, 
requesting that he print them. 
He declined, saying, “It is true 
that the old gentleman is willing 
to admit minor flaws in the Sov- 
iet structure but he seems quite 
incapable of realizing its major 
liabilities.” I insisted that an 
Editor who had passed on a lie to 
his readers had a moral obliga- 
tion to give them the truth when 
it was shown him. The core of 
his answer was, “The statement 
by Mr. Chamberlain to which 
you object may be a slight exag- 
geration .. . The ‘moral obliga- 
tion’ which you conjure. up is 
happily non-existent.” Natur- 
ally! If there is no difference 
between a slight exaggeration 
and a-downright lie, then all 
moral obligations in regard to 
the truth disappear. That is the 
way the Nazis arrive at their 
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complete freedom from all 
moral restraints. And they are 
the masters of anti-Soviet prop- 
aganda, which the Editor of PM 
correctly describes as a racket. 
It is also a campaign in the war. 
Commenting on false reports of 
German victories in the Soviet 
Union issued by Dietrich, head 
of the Press section of the Prop- 
aganda Ministry, the organ of 
the General Staff said that he 
had been assigned to service on 
the Home Front and this was a 
war of ideologies as well as phy- 
sical weapons. 

The religious sector of the 
anti-Soviet front includes Cath- 
olics, Protestants and Jews. It 
uses the pulpit and the confes- 
sional, as well as the printed 
page and the radio. It directs a 
force which on occasion has 
proved more powerful than love 
of family or country—the reli- 
gious emotions. It can muster an 
organized following, as mere 
writers cannot, and this follow- 
ing—actual and potential—runs 
into the millions. Its base is the 
least literate, the most excitable 
section of our population. The 
followers of Coughlin are its ad- 
vance guard. His sheet, Social 
Justice, is suspended, but the 
Brooklyn Tablet, long its echo, 
remains to carry on. The Chris- 
tian Front, his strong arm squad 
—potential storm troopers—has 
brought its planned violence 
into the open on the streets of 
New York and Boston. The 
hushing up of its connection 
with an embryo armed conspir- 
acy against our government, un- 
covered in the court in New 
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York, was a national scandal 
and a national menace. The 
Protestant counterpart and ally 
of the Coughlinites appears in 
the several million readers of 
pro-Axis, anti-Semitic, anti-Red 
weeklies, headed by Winrod’s 
Defender. Most of these carry 
the word “Christian” in their 
titles or in the organizations 
they have from time to time 
formed. The latest, with its ac- 
companiment of Protestant 
storm troopers, is Gerald K. 
Smith’s Cross and Flag. 

The stock-in-trade of these 
publications, as of Social Justice 
and the radio evangelists of the 
Bible belt who repeat their mat- 
erial on the air, is hate—hate of 
the Jews, hate of the Reds. The 
files of Friends of Democracy 
contain the evidence that the 
source of their propaganda is 
Berlin and Munich. They feed 
the starved imaginations of their 
credulous readers with lurid 
tales of thousands of priests and 
millions of Christians murdered 
by the godless Bolshevists of the 
Soviet Union. Thus they join to- 
gether the spirit of the Inquisi- 
tion, the New .England witch 
hunt and the Southern lynching 
bee, and create the forces that 
are ready to join the Holy War 
against the Reds at home or 
abroad on the first occasion. 
Meantime, called to the indus- 
trial cities first by corporations 
seeking low-wage non-union 
workers and then by the high 
wages of defense industries, 
fundamentalists from the Bible 
belt join hands with followers of 
Coughlin in anti-Semitic, anti- 
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Negro, anti-Red activities. The 
Klan rides again with a new 
program, boring into the labor 
unions. 

In the more intelligent section 
of the religious world there is a 
vast ignorance of, and a corres- 
ponding prejudice against the 
Soviet Union. Here are the vic- 
tims of the anti-Soviet writers 
and the Reader’s Digest. Intelli- 
gent Catholics have long been 
propagandized and inhibited by 
the official campaign against 
atheistic communism. Liberal 
Protestants, who know that 
communism is anti-religious 
without knowing why or how, 
are easy victims of tales of reli- 
gious persecution in the Soviet 
Union, as are uneducated funda- 
mentalists, and form their poli- 
tical attitude toward that nation 
on this basis. Socially-minded 
Protestants, again without a 
knowledge of all the facts, often 
remain anti-Soviet on the basis 
of a judgment concerning its use 
of force—a judgment which re- 
quires them, if consistent, to be 
anti-democracy, because democ- 
racy cannot implement itself 
without using force. A criticism 
of actions is another matter. The 
Jewish section of religion, hav- 
ing had a longer experience of 
God, is not so much worried 
about atheism and the godless as 
the Catholics and the Protes- 
tants. Also its average of educa- 
tion runs higher, but not high 
enough to prevent its fear of 
Hitlerism from destroying its 
perspective at the time of the 
Nazi-Soviet pact. The fact that 
what the Soviet Union has done 
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and is doing to Hitler has not re- 
ceived wider recognition from 
Jewish pulpits indicates that 
there is another interest besides 
those of race and religion which 
makes people the easy victims of 
anti-Soviet propaganda and 
lines them up in the anti-Soviet 
front. 

The political sector of that 
front has for mouthpiece and 
symbol Martin Dies at one end 
and Herbert Hoover at the other. 
Dies represents that combination 
of Southern landlords and 
Northern business _ interests 
which is anti-labor, anti- social 
welfare, anti-democracy, anti- 
Soviet. Built up by the metro- 
politan press, his role has been 
to confuse the liberals and 
weaken democracy by using the 
Red scare against the anti-fas- 
cist movement. Thus the reli- 
gious world is drawn upon for 
support. Time and again our 
native fascist pro-Axis publica- 
tions and organizations have ex- 
pressed their approval of Dies’ 
course. He was Coughlin’s choice 
for the Presidency. Of lesser 
importance than some of his col- 
leagues from the poll-tax states 
who hold key posts in Congress, 
he is more potent in influencing 
public opinion. The net result of 
all his unproved assertions about 
“communist controlled” united 
front organizations, all of which 
were anti-fascist, is a picture, in 
the heads of millions, of the Sov- 
iet government directing activ- 
ities in. this country. This was 
the manifest purpose of his re- 
solution, passed by the House 
after Hitler invaded Russia, dir- 
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ecting the Communist Party to 
register as the agent of a foreign 
government. This was one of 
many jobs that Dies has done 
for Hitler. 

The forces that Dies repre- 
sents, politically, religiously and 
economically, like those that 
Hoover speaks for, like most of 
the anti-Soviet writers, must 
now walk softly. Few of them 
have the hardihood to advocate 
openly the stopping of lease- 
lend aid to the Soviet Union, 
which they would do if they had 
the power. Their present ac- — 
complishments in this matter © 
are limited to sabotage. For this 
they can count on influence upon 
decisions, and delay in their ex- 
ecution by the pro-Franco, pro- 
appeasement clique in the State 
Department and those in the 
War Department whose political 
prejudices were revealed in — 
their predictions of early victory — 
for Hitler in Russia. All these 
politieal forces will spring into 
action, as similar forces did in 
France, if disaster should over- 
take the United Nations or if 
striking victory for the Soviet 
Union should place upon the im- 
mediate agenda the question of 
post-war control in Europe and 
in Asia. 

The economic sector of the 
anti-Soviet front is less clear 
and conscious than the others. 
Economic interests, despite the 
fact that monopolistic organiza- 
tion gives them conscious design 
at points, still operate with a 
great deal of blindness and con- 
fusion. They stand behind the 
anti-Soviet writers, the religious 
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and political anti-Soviet forces, 
influencing their attitudes, usu- 
ally without being perceived. It 
is clear enough that the corpor- 
ate interests of many of the 
business men who are now giv- 
ing and raising money for Rus- 
sian War Relief are anti-Soviet. 
Our big international corpora- 
tions have no investments in the 
Soviet Union. They have them 
in the Axis nations and when the 
time comes they will naturally 
want them protected. The re- 
cord, recently opened, shows 
that they were quite willing to 
divide the world market with 
their German colleagues, even 
though it built up Hitler at our 
expense, if only it relieved them 
of German competition. Did they 
not, like Chamberlain, bank on 
Hitler’s anti-Soviet policy? 
Whatever its executives may 
think or do as individuals, the 
international section of our big 
business is threatened by a suc- 
cessful Soviet Union, regardless 
of its political activity in rela- 
tion to other nations. Conse- 
quently, until our economic acti- 
vities are democratically con- 
trolled for chosén social ends, 
they will exert constant pressure 
internationally on the anti-Sov- 
iet side. This will in due time 
develop into action, unless such 
international cartels as those 
whose details our government 
has recently made public are 
forbidden, and other arrange- 
ments made for the distribution 
of essential materials. 

The objectives of our anti- 
Soviet front have been made 
clear by the words and deeds of 
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its leaders. Their endeavor to 
prevent supplies from going to 
the Soviet Union, as they were 
prevented from going to Repub- 
lican Spain, has proved unavail- 
ing, except for sabotage. Their 
attempt to prevent a second 
front, and let Germany and Rus- 
sia exhaust each other, seems 
also about to fail. Their next 
move, as the Soviet Union grows 
stronger and becomes victorious, 
will be to seek a negotiated 
peace that will leave or put gov- 
ernments in power with whom 
they can do business. Here they 
count on the support of humani- 
tarian and religious sentiment, 
and those who possess it had 
better think long on how many 
more lives will in the end be lost 
if fascists are left in power or 
their successors enabled to come 
to power. Failing this, if and 
when the Soviet forces move be- 
yond their own borders, the 
anti-Soviet front will seek to 
embroil the democracies and the 
Soviet Union over the question 
of the future governments of 
Europe and Asia. It would be 
the Finnish question over again, 
on a larger scale. This is fore- 
cast by the raising of the issue of 
Poland and the Baltic states by 
anti-Soviet writers and com- 
mentators, despite the agree- 
ment between Moscow and the 
Free Polish Government and the 
clear declaration of the former 
about the Baltic and Finnish 
Gulf question. 

If our anti-Soviet front suc- 
ceeds on this point, there will be 
no peace table, only more and 
more destructive war whose end 
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none living may see. The peace 
and security of the world is en- 
dangered by our anti-Soviet 
front, just as it is by Hitler’s 
plans for world domination. If 
he is to be kept from reaching 
his objective they must be stop- 
ped from getting to theirs. The 
defeat of the enemy abroad re- 
quires the defeat of the enemy 
within our gates. Our warning is 
that the battle for France was 
given to Hitler by those who de- 
stroyed the Franco-Soviet alli- 
ance and the Popular Front, also 
that the battle of Spain, which 
determined the present course of 
events, was lost here. 

The power of our anti-Soviet 
front is the power of a fear-pro- 
ducing false propaganda. It can 
be destroyed by the power of a 
propaganda of the facts, passed 
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by word of mouth from one to 
the other as well as by the print- 
ed page. Already the record of 
events has greatly weakened it. 
Its feet of clay, which can be 
smashed, are revealed in its in- 
ternal program which of neces- 
sity is anti-labor, anti- social 
welfare, anti-Semitic, anti-Neg- 
ro, anti-democracy. In these 
matters, as in its desire to wea- 
ken the Soviet Union—the pow- 
er that is now stopping Hitler— 
it can be shown to be the enemy 
of the nation, weakening the 
war effort. Stripped of its safety 
first lip service to the winning of 
the war, its conduct is that of all 
the Quislings and their now dis- 
illusioned followers. It is time to 
take the offensive—against the 
enemy abroad, against the 
enemy at home.

THE WORD OF RELIGION 
TO THE PEOPLE OF THIS TIME 


By PAUL TILLICH 


—Religion can overcome opportunism 


because it can overcome utopianism. 


F RELIGION had no word for 

us in this time it would have 
no word at all worthwhile lis- 
tening to. And if religion had 
only the word everybody has— 
every newspaper, every radio, 
every speaker—if religion sim- 
ply followed the general trend of 
public opinion, it would have no 
word at all worthwhile listening 
to. If religion gave only a little 
more enthusiasm, a little more 
certainty, a little more dignity 
to something that would be done 
anyhow, with or without reli- 
gion, then religion would have 
no significance at all for the pre- 
sent situation or for any other 
situation. If religion ceased to 
be the spiritual sword, cutting 
through all human enthusiasms 
and certainties and dignities, 
judging them, transforming 
them, transcending them—then 
religion should be swallowed up 
by the general process of civil- 
ization and disappear as soon as 
possible as a useless and dis- 
turbing nuisance. 

Religion has very often been 
nothing more than the superfilu- 
ous consecration of some situa- 
tion or action which was neither 
judged nor transformed by this 
consecration. Religion has often 
consecrated the feudal order and 
its own participation in it with- 
out transcending it. Religion has 
consecrated nationalism without 


transforming it. Religion has 
consecrated democracy without 
judging it. Religion has conse- 
crated war and the arms of war 
without using its spiritual arms 
against war. Religion has conse- 
crated peace and the security of 
peace without disturbing this 
security with its spiritual threat. 
Religion has consecrated the 
bourgeois ideal of family and 
property without judging it and 
one after the other has conse- 
crated systems of exploitation of 
men by men without transcend- 
ing them, on the contrary using 
them for itself. 

The first word, therefore, to be 
spoken by religion to the people 
of our time must be a word 
spoken against religion. It is the 
word the old Jewish prophets 
spoke against the priestly and 
royal and _ pseudo - prophetic 
guardians of their national reli- 
gion who consecrated distorted 
institutions and distorted poli- 
tics without judging them. The 
same word must be spoken to- 
day about our religious institu- 
tions and politics. Will religion 
in this country, in this moment 
of history, simply follow the 
trend of events, the way public 
opinion runs, the direction into 
which the makers of public 
opinion want us to move? Will 
religion, after it has consecrated 
a self-complacent and egoistic 
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enthusiasm for peace, consecrate 
a self-intoxication with war? 
Will religion in our situation 
transcend our situation or not? 

A word can be spoken by reli- 
gion to the people of our time 
only if it is a transcending and 
therefore a judging and trans- 
forming word. Otherwise reli- 
gion would become another con- 
tributor to what is accepted any- 
how, another servant of public 
opinion which in some cases is a 
tyrant as terrorizing as any per- 
sonal tyrant. If our religion is 
able to transcend all this, in 
which direction must it do so? 

There are two lines through 
which the meaning of human 
existence can be symbolized: the 
vertical and the horizontal one, 
the first pointing to the eternal 
meaning as such, the second to 
the temporal realization of the 
eternal meaning. Every religion 
necessarily has both directions, 
although different religions 
overemphasize the one or the 
other. The mystical element 
which belongs to all religion is 
symbolized by the vertical line; 
the active element which also 
belongs to all religion is symbol- 
ized by the horizontal line. If 
religion shall speak a transcend- 
ing, judging and transforming 
word to the people of our time it 
must do so in both directions, 
the vertical as well as the hori- 
zontal, and this in mutual inter- 
dependence. 

The first line, the vertical one, 
symbolizes the attitude of “in 
spite of” and points to what we 
may call the “religious reserva- 
tion.’’ While the second line, the 
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horizontal one, symbolizes the 
and ~ 
points to what we may call the | 


attitude of “because of” 


“religious obligation.’”’ In both 
directions religion has important 
things to say with respect to the 
present situation. 


II. 


History is where man deter- 
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os 


mines himself in freedom. And — 


history, at the same time, is 
where man is determined by 
historical fate against his free- 
dom. And very often the crea- 
tions of his freedom are the tools 
used by fate against him; as, for 
instance, today the technical 
powers created by him turn 
against him with irresistible 
force. There are periods in his- 
tory in which the element of 
freedom is predominant; and 
there are periods in which fate 
and necessity prevail. The latter 
is true of our days. In the 
moment in which (with the wil- 
ful help of the ruling classes in 
all countries) the power of the 
dictators was firmly established 
and the decisive step in the cata- 
strophic self-destruction of the 
liberal system of life was taken, 
a period of prevailing necessity 
began. 

In a period like this in which 
individual destiny does not 
count any more, in which the 
value of human life is as low as 
it was three hundred years ago 
in the religious wars of self- 
destruction; in a period like this, 
in which in practically all coun- 
tries of the world insecurity has 
become as predominant as it was 
in the most primitive stages of 
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human development, and in 
which the meaninglessness of 
millions of lives brings about 
social and personal insanity in 
ever increasing dimensions; in a 
period like this, in which the law 
of tragedy turns every attempt 
to strengthen the good into a 
strengthening of the evil, as we 
have experienced with respect to 
the struggle against war in the 
Anglo-Saxon countries, or with 
respect to nationalism in the 
dictatorial countries: in such a 
period the emphasis on the hori- 
zontal line, on what we could do 
and should do, has lost its power 
because everybody feels that 
whatever we do, however good 
it may be, it will directly or in- 
directly confirm a historical des- 
tiny which shows us its destruc- 
tive side and hides from us its 
constructive power. 

But even if the creative possi- 
bilities in the catastrophes of our 
day were less invisible than they 
are they would not concern the 
victims of these catastrophes in 
their immediate existence, in 
their quest for happiness, in 
their longing for meaning and 
fulfilment. The people of our 
day must be enabled to say “in 
spite of,” they must be taught to 
find for themselves the religious 
reservation which cannot be 
conquered by the tragedy of his- 
tory. It is hard to find it but it 
must be found if cynicism and 
despair shall not prevail as they 
do now, driving the masses into 
the hands of the agitators, driv- 
ing the strong to the Plorification 
of heroic self-destruction and 
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the weak to the resignation of all 
meaning of life and to suicide. 

The human soul cannot main- 
tain itself without the vertical 
line, the knowledge of an eter- 
nal meaning, however this may 
be expressed in mythological or 
theological terms. If the people 
of our day are no longer able to 
say “in spite of,” they will not 
resist the terrible impact of the 
historical catastrophe on their 
minds. If we no longer under- 
stand the words of the psalmist, 
that the loss of body and life and 
of earth and heaven cannot de- 
prive him of the ultimate mean- 
ing of his life—or if we no 
longer feel what the poet means 
when he says that all our run- 
ning, all our striving is eternal 
rest in God the Lord—if all this 
has become strange and unreal- 
istic to us, then we have lost the 
power of facing reality without 
cynicism and despair. 

But are the churches and reli- 
gious groups prepared to speak 
this word of the vertical line, the 
“in spite of,’”’ the religious reser- 
vation, to the people of our 
time? Or have they forgotten 
the vertical line entirely? Look- 
ing at the prevailing type of the 
religious life in this country we 
might assume that this is the 
case, that there is no more point- 
ing to the religious reservation, 
but only moral demand, human- 
itarian activity and _ political 
partisanship. However this may 
be, and certainly it is not entire- 
ly this way, religion’s demand 
on man stands: namely, that 
man be not only in history but 
also above history. And since 
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this demand is valid and repre- 
sents the first word religion 
must say to the people of our 
time, it may transform the 
methods and institutions of our 
religious life in a very radical 
way. The sooner this happens 
the better. This country is still 
in a preliminary stage with res- 
pect to our historic tragedy. It 
still has time. The horizontal 
line has still much of its splen- 
dor and attractiveness. The 
quest for a religious reservation 
has not yet force enough to re- 
shape our religious conscious- 
ness. 

But religious leaders should 
foresee the coming and prepare 
themselves for it. The usual 
question, “What shall we do?” 
must be answered with the un- 
usual question, “Where can we 
receive?” People must under- 
stand again that you cannot do 
much without having received 
much. Religion is firstly an open 
hand to receive a gift and sec- 
ondly an acting hand to distri- 
bute gifts. Without coming from 
the religious reservation, carry- 
ing with us something eternal, 
we are of no use in working for 
the religious obligation to trans- 
form the temporal. 


Ill. 


For of course we are not asked 
to enter the religious reservation 
in order to stay in it. The ver- 
tical line must become dynamic 
and actual in the horizontal line, 
the attitude of “‘in spite of” must 
become the driving power in an 
attitude of “because of.” What is 
the word of religion to the 


people of our time in this res- 
pect? Must it say a word at all? 
Or is the tremendous trend of 
activism in the attitude of pre- 
sent America a sufficient guar- 
antee for the fulfilment of the 
religious obligation? Obviously, 
after everything I have said, the 
answer must be no. Activism as 
such cannot overcome the law of 
tragedy, and especially not if it 
has the character of escapism, 
the attempt, namely, to escape 
the feeling of meaninglessness 
and emptiness with respect to 
the eternal. And no keen obser- 
ver of American religious and 
secular life can overlook this 
hidden element of flight from 
oneself implied in all kinds of 
humanitarian and political acti- 
vities. The horizontal line be- 
comes empty and distorted if it 
is not united continuously with 
the vertical line. This is mani- 
fested in two ways of dealing 
with the religious obligation to- 
wards history: one is a short- 
sighted opportunism, the other a 
self-deceiving utopianism. 
Against both of these attitudes 
religion must speak its word to 
the people of our time. The pre- 
sent situation provides abundant 
examples of both attitudes. 

Let us start with the most ac- 
tual instance of what I have 
called opportunism. I mean the 
opportunism of the ruling classes 
in the democratic 
which made the rise of the dic- 
tators possible, kept them in 
power, sacrificed to them first 
the democratic minorities in 
their own countries and then one 
country after the other, includ- 
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countries ~ 
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ing the struggling democracy in 
Spain. Everybody knows this to- 
day and it was terribly touching 
when the Englishman, Norman 
Angell, told us that in the very 
hour he was speaking his coun- 
trymen were digging the corpses 
of their children out of the 
wreckage of their London 
houses because they had not 
eared at all about the corpses of 
the Chinese children in their 
wreckages a year ago. Religious 
obligation first of all includes 
the practical acknowledgment of 
the unity of all men, that Indian 
wisdom that the other is thou. 
But the point I want to make 
above all—and the one I think 
religion must make today in this 
country—is that America, if she 
takes responsibility for the pre- 
sent world catastrophe, must 
take it completely and with the 
full knowledge of what it means. 
It does not mean defending 
America against the dictators, it 
does not mean defeating Hitler, 
it does not mean conquering 
Germany a second time: it 
means accepting her share of re- 
sponsibility for the future struc- 
ture of Europe and consequently 
for the whole world. Whatever 
happens during the next months, 
any victory will be won on the 
physical and moral ruins of Eur- 
ope. It would be a cynical op- 
portunism if America helped to 
augment those ruins without be- 
ing ready and able to build 
something radically new on 
them. If this country will not 
look beyond the day/of victory, 
that day will become the birth- 
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day of another defeat of all 
human values and noble aims. 

The word religion has to speak 
to this nation and to all those 
who fight with her is the grave 
question: Are you willing, are 
you able to take upon you the 
full weight of the task before 
you? If not, keep away from it; 
do not follow the cause of an 
easy opportunism, the twin- 
sister of an easy utopianism. 
Overcome both of them before 
you act. Otherwise the action of 
this country will increase the 
destruction of Europe and lead 
finally to self-destruction. Reli- 
gion can overcome opportunism 
because it can overcome uto- 
pianism. 

The amount of utopianism in 
this country, as in most coun- 
tries after the first World War, is 
even greater than the amount of 
opportunism. In the crusading 
slogans of 1917, in the progres- 
sive mood of the 20’s, in the 
humanism and pacifism of the 
last decades a disturbing num- 
ber of illusions were cultivated 
and destroyed. Religion, per- 
haps, could have prevented 
these illusions and disillusion- 
ments about human nature and 
the nature of history. But reli- 
gion itself had been driven into 
an illusory attitude. 

It had nearly forgotten the re- 
ligious reservation, the vertical 
line, and had dedicated its force 
to the religious obligation, the 
horizontal line alone. It had con- 
secrated progressivistic utopian- 
ism, instead of judging and tran- 
scending it. Now the time has 
come when people would despise 
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religion if it had nothing more to 
say to them than a word of 
praise and glorification of the 
greatness and divinity of man 
and history. They would call it 
ideology or lie and turn away 
towards cynicism and despair. 
This is already true of a large 
group in the younger generation 
and is the greatest danger for 
religion as well as for civiliza- 
tion. 


Religion must teach youth 
something they cannot hear 
anywhere else: to give them- 
selves with an absolute serious- 
ness and a complete devotion to 
an aim that in itself is fragment- 
ary and ambiguous. Everything 
we do in history has this frag- 
mentary and ambiguous charac- 
ter: everything is subject to the 
law of historical tragedy. But 
religion, although knowing this, 
does not retire from history; re- 
ligion, although pronouncing the 
tragic destiny of all human truth 
and goodness, works with unre- 
stricted surrender for the good 
and the true. Such a message is 
not simple, but on the other 
hand it is not illusory. It is real- 
istic but not pessimistic, it is 
knowing but it is not despairing. 
It breaks utopianism but it does 
not break hope. Hope is the op- 
posite of utopianism. Utopian- 
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ism necessarily will be destroy- 
ed. Hope never dies because it is 
the application of the venturing 
“in spite of” to the tragedy of 
historical action. Hope unites the 
vertical and the horizontal lines, 
the religious reservation and the 
religious obligation. Therefore 
the ultimate word religion must 
say to the people of our time is 
the word of hope. 

I do not make concrete sug- 
gestions about possible political 
actions in the name of religion. 
This is impossible and it never 
should be tried. Religion as such 
could not say whether this coun- 
try should go into war and reli- 
gion as such cannot suggest war 
aims or social reforms. Religion 
can give and must give the basis 
of such decisions, it can give and 
must give the ultimate criteria 
of such decisions. The word of 
religion to the people of our time 
is not the word of political or 
economic experts but it is, if it is 
a religious word, the word of 
those who know something 
about man and history; who 
know the tragedy and the hope 
involved in the temporal be- 
cause they know about the eter- 
nal; who know the character and 
the limits of the religious obli- 
gations because they come to it 
in the power and the wisdom of 
the religious reservation. 
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If Hitler cannot say today that he has conquered and therewith 
imposed his peace of slavery on the nations of the world— 
it is because in front of him stands like a wall of steel, the colossus 
of the Red Army, undefeated, undismayed and daily growing 


stronger.

Thank you, Mrs. Waggletwis- 
tle, that is a very interesting 
question. 

The Brains Trust thinks there 
is no reason why the Depart- 
ment should not continue to 
function after the war if con- 
sumers shout loud enough for it. 
But it will have to be a different 
sort of advising. 

The Department was designed 
to meet a situation which does 
not arise in peace time. 

Before the war there was no 
need for advice as to what con-

sumers needs were, because 
everybody knew. You could see 
everything they needed lying 
about in heaps going mouldy be- 
cause nobody could buy them. 

So it was pretty obvious that 
the only immediate Consumers’ 
Need was money. But nobody 
could do any advising about that 
because nobody knew where 
money came from. 

And if anybody tried to find 
out, his body was generally 
found floating in the Thames, 
with a piece of paper pinned on 
it bearing the words: “He was 
nosey.” 

But when the war started the 
situation was reversed and is 
now standing on its head. In 
peace time there are plenty of 
things to buy, but no money to 
buy them with. In war time 
there is plenty of money, but 
nothing to buy with it. 

Professor Keynes says that to- 
day the total incomes of the pop- 
ulation exceed the total prices of 
the goods that are for sale by 
£ 4,000,000 a day. 

Yes dear readers, four million 
great big smackers a day and 
nothing to spend them on. 

Women who, before the war, 
stood penniless before a mo- 
diste’s window dreaming of for- 
gery and embezzlement, now sit 
patching up last season’s cos- 
tume with the price of an exclu- 
sive model in their purses. 

So the Government has to 
keep putting up the income tax 
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to relieve your trousers pockets 
of an intolerable load and your 
braces of a responsibility. 

It is one of those mysteries. 
When shops are full, pockets are 
empty; when shops are empty, 
pockets are full. Goods and 
money are as light and darkness 
—you cannot have both at once. 

None can explain this. If you 
ask an economist, he _ says, 
“There is the Door to which I 
have no key; there is the veil 
through which I cannot see.” If 
you ask a banker, he says, “I 
love the doubt, the dark, the 
fear, that still surroundeth all 
things here.” If you ask your 
Member of Parliament he says, 
“Oh, eat your dam bun.” 

Anyhow, the situation has at 
least taught us that there is 
enough money somewhere, even 
if it only turns up in war-time. 
And that is worth remembering. 

For if in future, when the 
shops are full again, the Gov- 
ernment says there’s no money 
because there’s a Blizzard, we 
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shall be able to give them the 
father of all raspberries. And as 
it’s a 50 to 1 bet that’s what they 
will say, we might as well settle 
on the raspberry as our Peave 
Aim. 

So it would seem thati here 
is a Department for Advising on 
Consumers’ Needs after the war, 
its only job will be to advise the 
Government to cough it, or 
else— 

I think the Brains Trrst is 
agreed upon that. Do you avree, 
Professor? Oh quite. Ard you, 
Doctor? Oh definitely. And you 
General? Oh rather, what? And 
you Duchess? Oh absolutely. 
You, Bishop? Oh verily. And 
you, Judge? — Z-z-z-z-z honk! 
The Judge is resting. 

Well, that was a very interest- 
ing question and I’m sure we're 
all very grateful to Mrs. Wag- 
gletwistle for putting it.

SPIRITUALITY AND MARX

“. 4 R. STIERNOTTE’S recent 
‘1. article on “Marx and Spir- 
itwality” (THE PROTESTANT, Feb- 
ruary-March, 1942) must indeed 
heip to dispel fears that the 
vhilosophy of the Soviet Union 
is completely alien to democratic 
aims and a liberal religious faith. 
There is in Marxism, as Mr. 
Stiernotte says, “ample provi- 
dence for the spiritual elements 
of life.’ Those who are most 
uneasy at our 
alliance with 
“Marxist” Rus- 
sia are often just 
people whose 
idea of Marxism 
might be taken 
from Hitler’s Mein Kampf. “We 
now see that Marxism,” says 
Hitler, ‘is the enunciated form 
of the Jewish attempt to abolish 
the impertance of personality in 
all departments of human life 
and to set the mass of numbers 
<2 Its place.’ 

Those who take seriously such 
a caricature of Marx’s view see 
in it e degradation of human 
rersonality. They mistakenly 
beleve that in Marxism the in- 
dividual person counts for noth- 
ing in relation to the Leviathan 
of soeicty and history. They be- 
lieve that Marx’s great aim was 
eMicient machinery of govern- 
ment and society with no care 
foi the development of man’s 
unigue and distinctly human 
pcy ess. Marxism js seen as 
merely a ponderous answer to 


The new society, Marx said, 
can produce “as a continual 
reality, man in all the rich- 
ness of his being, the complete 
and well-rounded man,” 


stomach-questions. If we toler- 
ate this caricature of him we will 
surely miss that element in 
Marx’s thought which nurtures 
democracy and a liberal religi- 
ous faith. I refer to Marx’s view 
of man, to his “realistic human- 
ism” as he first called his phil- 
osophy. This aspect of Marxism 
was only hinted at in Mr. Stier- 
notte’s admittedly limited 
article. 

Marx’s view 
of man is im- 
plied in his 
phrases such as 
“the complete 
man” and “the 
genuine spirit- 
ual riches of the individual.” 
This emphasis was derived part- 
ly from Feuerbach who saw re- 
ligion as a projection of human 
feelings and who resolved the 
Absolute Spirit into the real man 
standing on the foundations of 
nature. From Hegel and Feuer- 
bach the young Marx took over 
the notion of “self-alienation.” 
Applying this notion to modern 
society, he found man to be a 
divided and tormented self. 
What man achieves through 
work—through “the humaniza- 
tion of nature’”’—becomes a pow- 
er over him. It is an alien thing 
belonging to someone else. The 
worker, Marx observed, is sep- 
arated from his very tools. And 
the institution of private prop- 
erty converts the self-alienation 
of men into a social habit. 
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Marx explains “self-alien- 
ation” as it appears in our pres- 
ent form of society: 

The more the worker expends his 
labor, the more powerful becomes 
the alien objective world which he 
creates outside himself, and the 
poorer he and his inner world be- 
come and the less he can call his 
own ... Not only does his work 
become an external object, but it 
exists outside of him as an independ- 
ent and alien thing. It becomes a 
self-sufficient power over him. The 
life which he has lost to the object 
confronts him as strange and alien 
. . . The estranged relation of the 
worker to his work expresses itself 
in the relation of capitalist to work- 
er. Private property is thus result 
and necessary expression of the es- 
tranged relation of the worker to 
himself and to nature. (Marx-Eng- 
els, Gesamtausgabe (Ed. V. Adorat- 
skij), Abt. I, Bd. 3, pp. 83-84, 91. 
Trans. mine) 

For Marx the idea of self- 
alienation expresses the fact that 
concentration of wealth and for- 
ces of production in a few hands 
means spiritual impoverishment 
for the majority of men. In this 
state men lose their freedom— 
the product of their labor and 
even their tools become powers 
over them. 

Marx believed that “to be a 
man” really means “to work,” 
to transform nature for human 
ends. In this way nature is in- 
tegrated with humanity, and 
each product of labor incarnates 
the personality of man. Through 
work man “makes the whole of 
nature his inorganic body.” But 
when the product of labor is 
“alienated,” the personality of 
man is diminished and stunted. 
Marx wanted to suppress the 
alienation of labor. He believed 
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that man can realize and fulfill 
his personality through a social- 
ist society. This entails “the 
positive dissolution of private 
property, as human self-alien- 
ation, and thus the genuine ap- 
propriation of the attributes of 
humanity by and for mankind.” 
The new society, Marx said, can 
produce ‘as a continual reality, 
man in all the richness of his 
being, the complete and well- 
rounded man.” 

The young Marx called his 
view of man “realistic human- 
ism” or “completed naturalism.” 
It is the ground-work of his 
well-known historical material- 
ism. Marx’s view of man went 
beyond Feuerbach who stopped 
with the abstract isolated indi- 
vidual and did not see that “only 
in community with others has 
each individual the means of 
cultivating his gifts in all direc- 
tions.” Man’s self-alienation and 
the way to his self-fulfillment 
became the motif of Marx’s 
thought and endeavor. It runs 
through all his writings. It im- 
plies a particular theory of edu- 
cation: 

The education of the future will 
combine productive labor with in- 
struction and gymnastics, not only 
as one of the methods of adding to 
the efficiency of production, but as 
the only method of producing fully 
developed human beings. (Capital, I, 
529) 

It may seem that Marx’s histor- 
ical determinism leaves no room 
for effective human action and 
development. But Marx never 
denied that the purposes and 
acts of men are motors of his- 
tory. He approved of Vico’s ob- 
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servation that “Human history 
differs from natural history in 
this, that we have made the 
former, but not the latter.” In 
an early letter he criticized 
Feuerbach’s materialism for 
being “merely naturalistic and 
not historical,” for not taking ac- 
count of human efforts, particu- 
larly in politics. For Marx “His- 
tory is nothing else than the 
activity of man pursuing his own 
aims.” And man is to be con- 
ceived as “a living conscious 
thing” rather than a pure dis- 
embodied spirit. Following these 


leads, Soviet philosophers re- 
cently attacked ‘economism”’ 
which ‘neglects personalities, 


wills, and temperaments as his- 
torical facts.” And in 1930 K.N. 
Kornilov of Moscow University 
wrote a criticism of any view 
which “either flatly denies the 
existence of human conscious- 
ness or identifies it with me- 
chanical movements of matter.” 

Marx’s determinism is simply 
an assertion that historical 
events have discoverable causes. 
He denies that human action is 
free in the sense of being un- 
caused. There is regularity and 
lawfulness in human events as 
every social scientist supposes. 
Out of the conflicts and agree- 
ments of many individual acts 
there comes regularity and con- 
tinuity. In this sense social 
movements are independent of 
the individual will and intelli- 
gence. Marx’s determinism im- 
plies simply that the actions of 
an individual or a group have 
definite antecedents and conse- 
quences. Is this a denial of hu- 
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man freedom? By no means. 
Marx always distinguished be- 
tween historical and merely 
natural events. He insisted that 
men are moved to action by 
their purposes and needs. This, 
it seems to me, is the substance 
of human freedom. It is self- 
determination. It is the condi- 
tion of all our choices. Without 
such determination “guilt,” “re- 
sponsibility,” and ‘‘moral educa- 
tion” would be empty words. 
Human purposes and prefer- 
ences are always affected by 
other parts of the historical pro- 
cess. In their origin, their speci- 
fic content, and in their effec- 
tiveness they are conditioned by 
the given productive forces and 
relations—by other social facts 
which all presuppose man’s con- 
scious transformation of nature 
through his work. 

All of Marx’s writings are a 
condemnation of those economic 
and social arrangements which 
disallow fully developed human 
beings. He condemned the social 
system which “converts the lab- 
orer into a crippled monstrosity” 
and at the same time creates a 
leisure class of effete, parasit- 
ical, and pleasure-hunting ani- 
mals. He condemned the social 
scheme which leaves “no other 
nexus between man and man 
than naked self-interest” and 
resolves “personal worth into 
exchange value.” For Marx the 
cultivation and sharing of art is 
essential to the complete life. 
He deplored the sacrifice of art 
to the gods of profit and busi- 
ness. The treatment of poetry, 
painting, music, etc. as mere 
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commodities rather than “prod- 
ucts sui generis” was accepted as 
one of the tragic ironies of our 
time. And Marx persistently de- 
nounced the prostitution of sci- 
ence and education for the sake 
of profits. 

The relation of Marxism to re- 
ligion will never be understood 
if we stop with the slogan, 
“Religion is the opium of the 
people.” We should remember 
that Marx’s sallies were primar- 
ily against those forms of reli- 
gion which belittle man and dis- 
count his ideal aims. His criti- 
cism was a response to ‘the cate- 
gorical imperative to overthrow 
all conditions in which man is a 
degraded, servile, neglected, 
contemptible being.” In one of 
his letters Marx wrote, bitterly, 
that after the Greeks the essen- 
tial dignity of man disappeared 
from the world. Historical 
Christianity too much empha- 
sized man’s worthlessness and 
the vanity of any effort to 
change his present estate. 

It is clear that Marx’s attack 
on religion is primarily an at- 
tack on  supernaturalism or 
otherworldliness which is indif- 
ferent to human needs and de- 
velopment. His views are quite 
in harmony with humanistic and 
naturalistic philosophies of reli- 
gion. They are altogether ac- 
ceptable to those who, with 
Matthew Arnold, find the es- 
sence of religion to be “morality 
touched by emotion.” But with 
the ‘new — supernaturalism” 
Marxism clashes on funda- 
mental issues. The extreme 
supernaturalists of our day con- 
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demn as false any view which 
denies man’s “creatureliness” 
and commits “the sin of pride.” 
Still, many of the new super- 
naturalists use the Marxian way 
of understanding social events 
as they try to answer present 
demands of the transcendent 
ideal. 

The stimulus to Marx’s moral 
passion was an awareness that 
great numbers of men never get 
to the human level of existence. 
Only a part of each man is de- 
veloped. Too many are “‘appen- 
dages of machines” and “labor- 
Life begins when 
they leave work which is alien 
and thus fearsome. Marx wanted 
to change this condition. He 
wanted to get rid of those prop- 
erty arrangements which cause 
human self - alienation. He 
sought to unfetter technology 
for the benefit of all so that hu- 
man lives might be more com- 
plete and rounded out. All men, 
he deeply believed, must have 
the chance to know the value of 
camaraderie for its own sake, 
the liberation and romance of 
learning, and the lasting plea- 
sures in art. These things are out 
of reach when man’s work be- 
comes an alien power over him 
that diminishes his personality. 

Marx expanded the Greek 
ideal of harmonious self-devel- 
opment. He removed it from 
aristocratic contemplation and 
related it to social action. For 
Aristotle the ideal type of man 
was one who, like the Unmoved 
Mover, needs only to contem- 
plate. Likewise, Marx opposed 
Hegel’s view of man. Hegel did 
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think of man as a process and 
thus the result of his own work. 
But the only kind of work he 
recognized was abstract spiritual 
work or pure mental activity. 
In Marx’s view the complete 
man is one who works; he acts in 
society and actually transforms 
nature for human ends. All of 
his socially - developed senses

and spiritual organs are instru- 
ments for “the humanization of 
nature.” This is Marx’s view of 
man which he called realistic 
humanism. It gives deeper 
meaning to his favorite maxim: 
“Nihil humani a me alienum 
puto.” In this respect, as well as 
others, Marxism and democracy 
and a liberal religious faith are 
at one. :

CHRIST AND SOCIETY

—You can’t make a religion 


of despair work in a world of hope. 


1 IVATE PROPERTY is the 

fruit of iniquity,” said St. 
Clement, whom Origen called a 
fellow worker with St. Paul. St. 
Jerome declared that “opulence 
is always the result of theft.” 
Ambrose, Bishop of Milan, gave 
all his wealth to the poor and 
said, “The soil was given to the 
rich and poor in common; 
wherefore, O ye rich, do ye un- 
justly hold it for yourselves 
alone? Nature gave all things in 
common for the use of all. Us- 
urpation created private rights.” 
Early Methodism held that all 
property was God’s possession 
and to be used for His cause. 
Wesley said, “If I leave behind 
me ten pounds for which I have 
no use I am a thief and a rob- 
ber.” 

It is obvious that the spirit of 
sharing according to need, and 
to the limit of economic re- 
sources, is native to our religion. 
What are Christians going to do 
about this principle now when 
technological achievements have 
created a potential abundance 
for all, made the whole world 
one neighborhood and proved 
that a competitive system will 
make it an enemyhood instead 
of a brotherhood? What is the 
logic of primitive Christian com- 
munism in the present-day 
world where all the economic 
limitations of the first Christians 
are completely removed and the 
outlook for life on earth is the 


very opposite of the outlook 
which the first Christians faced? 

We cannot be merely general 
about the answers to these ques- 
tions. One by one the moral 
principles that have been ac- 
cepted in politics and industry 
must be specifically and radi- 
cally studied by ministers and 
discussed in religious groups 
until unchristian economic prac- 
tices and the laws that have sup- 
ported them are popularly con- 
demned. This will be a hard job 
for preachers and church lead- 
ers. But the only pattern to fol- 
low is Jesus. He announced his 
gospel as “glad tidings to the 
poor” with a definite and dis- 
turbing meaning. If preaching 
today will become as unequi- 
vocal as the Nazarene’s it will 
probably be as disturbing. But I 
see no way for ministers to es- 
cape the ordeal which, in some 
degree, will resemble the exper- 
ience of Christ. 

As a minister myself, I con- 
cede, as all ministers will,that it 
is my inescapable duty to preach 
against sin wherever it is found. 
The people must be told, if it is 
true, that the dominant manifes- 
tation of sin now lies in the 
realm of economic and political 
institutions and their resulting 
wars; and that we are all guilty 
of all preventable social evils as 
long as we live at peace with the 
rules of life that make these 
evils inevitable. 
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One of the first things to be 
done, it seems to me, is to create 
a popular conviction that what 
the early Christians did was 
fundamentally wise and right, 
and profoundly significant to the 
churches now. We have a choice 
to make. For we have, on the 
one hand, the Bible’s standard 
for Christian sharing of material 
wealth according to need, and on 
the other hand, the most shame- 
less inequalities of wealth that 
have ever existed and no pro- 
gram under Christian leadership 
to remedy this situation. Only 
the atheists have shown any zeal 
for the task. 

One must marvel at the think- 
ing of a person who wants to go 
to heaven when he dies, where 
all inequality of happiness is 
forever wiped out, and at the 
same times objects to living a 
life on earth in common with his 
fellow beings. By his nature he 
is in revolt against the idea of 
sharing the good things of earth 
according to need and the bur- 
dens according to ability, the 
basic idea of Christian fellow- 
ship. A religion that does not 
build on that principle cannot 
be Christ’s religion. A purely 
other-wordly type of religion is 
superficial if not insincere. It is 
the easy way for religious rack- 
eteers and fascist propagandists 
because it can be used as a social 
anodyne. Honest and intelligent 
preachers will avoid even the 
appearance of its support. Hypo- 
crites will stay in its ranks. Fate 
has decreed this dividing of the 
sheep from the goats. It looks 
like the Day of Judgment. 
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The trouble is this: the at- 
tempt to make a religion of 
earthly despair work in a world 
where no such despair exists. 
It is significant that this is 
the first time in the history of 
Christianity that a mass con- 
sciousness that poverty is not 
God’s will has arisen to dominate 
the trend of world events. 

Ministers are lamenting the 
declining influence of preaching. 
Billy Sunday said near the end 
of his notable career that he was 
finding it harder then to reach 
a teen-age youth than it was 
some fifteen years earlier to 
reach a man of fifty. He warned 
that this was the devil winning. 
He would better have looked in- 
to modern civilization with all 
its newness—inventions, pow- 
ers, resources and possibilities 
for human happiness on earth— 
playing by God’s grace and pur- 
pose upon the minds and hearts 
of the people, challenging 
youth’s adventurous spirit and 
making an other-worldly heaven 
less attractive; and, conversely, 
the horrors of our insane eco- 
nomic wars making hell less 
dreadful by comparison. For 
youth is beginning to feel that 
we could make a heaven out of 
this earth, and that a religion 
not so directed is intolerable. 

But this is no plea for direct 
political action by the churches. 
Let their work here be sub- 
structural. But if they are to 
survive this crisis they must find 
a way to return people to the 
early Christian belief that all 
property belongs to God and was 
created for all according to need.

national freedom for India 
would ever agree to accept Sir 
Stafford Cripps’ program, which 
contained these propositions: 

(1) India to be divided into a 
Federation of Nationalist Indian 
Provinces which would have do- 
minion status, a second Federa- 
tion of Moslem 
States (the so- 
called Pakisthan 
idea) which 
would be out- 
side the Federa- 
tion of Nation- 
alist Indian 
Provinces, and 
third, various 
States of the 
Indian Princes, 
which might not wish to join the 
Federation of Nationalist Indian 
Provinces, which would contin- 
ue to acknowledge the present 
British suzerainty and military 
control. 

(2) India would not have con- 

trol over her national defense 
and therefore there would be 
no really national government in 
India during the period of the 
war. 
(3) Dominion status would be 
granted to the Federation of In- 
dian States after the war, when 
a new constitution would be 
drawn up to meet certain limita- 
tions.

agent of the British War Cabi- 
net, agreed to the partitioning of 
India “to appease” Pan-Islamist 
Moslem leaders of the type of 
Mr. Jinnah, and also to indicate 
to the Moslem world that Britain 
would favor the Moslems against 
the Hindus as she has been fav- 
oring the Moslems against the 
Jews in Pales- 
tine. Sir Staf- 
ford, willingly 
or not, played 
the game of 
supporting the 
reactionary In - 
dian Princes, on 
the pretext of 
maintaining 
treaty rights, 
but actually to 
check the rise of a free, demo- 
cratic United India. This is the 
game of British imperialists in 
India. Lastly it is evident that 
the powerful British military 
clique (in particular, General 
Wavell) and those Britishers by 
tens of thousands who enjoy 
pensions from India and special 
privileges in India in the form of 
commercial advantages, and 
who form the very backbone of 
the British Tory Party—which, 
under the cloak of a “national 
government,” rules Britain—re- 
fused to surrender any of the 
responsibilities of Indian 
national defense to a responsible 
Indian Minister of Defense. The 
British attitude towards India’s 


Indian free- 
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assuming responsibility for na- 
tional defense is exactly the 
same as it is in the case of form- 
ing a Jewish national army to 
defend Palestine. Britain does 
not want a national army of 
Jews to defend their homeland, 
although she is anxious to have 
Jews enlist in British forces to 
defend the Empire. Similarly, 
all the British want is that the 
Indians should join the British 
Indian forces to defend the Bri- 
tish Empire all over the world. 
Indian Nationalists are more in- 
terested in defending their own 
homeland with an Indian na- 
tional army than in being mer- 
cenaries of British imperialism. 
Thus even Mr. Nehru, a person- 
al friend of Sir Stafford and Mr. 
Gandhi, Britain’s best friend in 
India, and Maulana Abdul Kal- 
am Azad and others have refused 
to accept Sir Stafford’s terms. 
Acceptance would have been the 
complete negation of everything 
Indian Nationalists have been 
working for in the last half- 
century. 

Now it is clear to Indian Na- 
tionalists that. Britain had no 
real intention of accepting In- 
dian freedom as the basis of 
Indo-British understanding; but 
the fall of Singapore and pres- 
sure from Chungking, Moscow 
and Washington forced the Bri- 
tish Government to send Sir 
Stafford Cripps to India as a 
gesture of British magnanimity, 
which would at the same time 
convince the ill-informed Amer- 
ican public that Britain wanted 
to give “dominion status” to 
India but that it was not pos- 
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sible due to the inability of the 
Indian political parties to settle 
their differences. We have al- 
ready heard this version from 
London through editorials and 
radio lectures, while the British 
Government has denied broad- 
casting facilities to those who 
would inform the American 
public of the position of such 
Indian Nationalist leaders as 
Mr. Nehru. It would be a cala- 
mity for the United Nations if 
high officials in Washington 
and other capitals, who often act 
according to British guidance, 
should be deluded by this inter- 
pretation. 

The gulf between Nationalist 
India and Britain was greatly 
increased when Sir Stafford 
through one of his statements 
gave the impression that the In- 
dians were not willing to assume 
responsibility for India’s de- 
fense. Mr. Nehru contradicted 
the statement as a misrepresen- 
tation of facts and said, “We 
wished to assume full responsi- 
bility for India’s national de- 
fense as free men and not merely 
to attend canteens and station- 
ery stores.” 

Sir Stafford has also given the 
impression that his mission has 
paved the way for further nego- 
tiation; while Mr. Amery, the 
Secretary of State for India, has 
announced that the Viceroy of 
India will be willing to receive 
counter-proposals from Indian 
leaders. But it seems improb- 
able that any good will come out 
of reopening negotiations unless 
British imperialists give up their 
pretensions, and Indian Nation- 
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alists cannot take the initiative 
for that. 

Sir Stafford praised Col. John- 
son, President Roosevelt’s repre- 
sentative in India, for his help, 
but took pains to explain that 
Col. Johnson did not at any time 
act as a mediator between Sir 
Stafford on. the one hand and 
Indian leaders on the other. This 
was to make it clear to the Bri- 
tish public that the United States 
Government is not meddling in 
Britain’s private affairs in India. 
But since December 7, 1941 the 
United States has been vitally 
interested in India. China for 
her self-preservation and Soviet 
Russia for her security are no 
less concerned about India, and 
the Axis powers are interested 
in Indian opposition to Britain. 
Thus whatever may happen in 
the future the Indian question 
will not remain Britain’s private 
affair. In this connection the 
following passage from one of 
Col. Johnson’s statements should 
be of some interest to the Amer- 
ican public and the world at 
large: 

I want to put on record that... 
our coming to India is not a matter 
that is based entirely on the war sit- 
uation. America has not been dis- 
interested in India—may I say dis- 
interested in this part of the world. 
We have had dependency in Asia— 
the Philippines . . . We have had 
long and happy cultural relations 
with the people of India and the 
people of Asia. 


The President of the United States 
recently said that we are going to 
put far greater resources now un- 
der the direction and for the benefit 
of China. In other words we shall 
help China with her defense and at 
the’same time we have announced 
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that after the war we will divest 
ourselves in China of all functions 
that before and during the war the 
American Government exercised in 
China and whenever the Govern- 
ment of China tells us it is ready to 
assume those functions. 


I state in these terms our atti- 
tude to convince you and through 
you the people of India of the integ- 
rity of purpose of the American 
Government in coming here—and of 
our complete lack of territorial de- 
signs on India. 

It seems that Col. Johnson’s 
statement has brought about 
better understanding between 
Mr. Nehru and the American 
representative. It has also been 
reported that Indian business- 
men are in greater accord with 
the American technical mission 
than with the British Govern- 
ment officials. If India is to be 
one of the most important arse- 
nals of democracy, supplying 
war materials to Africa, the Near 
East, the Middle East, Russia 
and China, it is quite apparent 
that other nations as well as 
Britain and India will be inter- 
ested in what might happen 
politically and economically in 
this sub-continent, the home of 
nearly 400,000,000 people and 
the rich storehouse of raw ma- 
terials. 

Sir Stafford’s mission has been 
a failure, and he has reported 
his version of the outcome to the 
British Parliament, which has 
accepted it calmly. But reper- 
cussions in the All India Nation- 
al Congress have been most 
significant and will have serious 
effect on the world politics of 
tomorrow: 


—— 


ee 
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Firstly, the members of the 
extreme Left of the National 
Congress Party were willing to 
extend full cooperation uncon- 
ditionally to the United Nations, 
especially to Russia, to streng- 
then the anti-Nazi and anti- 
Fascist front. But they were 
defeated on the ground that 
until the British Government 
gave satisfactory evidence of its 
anti-imperialist policy to India 
and India was treated as an ally, 
the All India National Congress 
could not reverse its previous 
stand. 

Secondly, a section of the 
Right wing of the All India 
National Congress led by Mr. 
Rajgopalachariar, a former 
Prime Minister of the Province 
of Madras who has been a very 
close associate of Gandhi and has 
advocated cooperation of the 
Congress Party with the British 
Government in the defense of 
India, took the stand that (a) 
“defense of the motherland 
against Fascist aggressors by 
every available means is the 
paramount sacred duty of every 
Congress member; (b) our 
struggle for the defense and 
freedom of our country is not a 
lone struggle, but part and par- 
cel of the United Nations; (c) no 
effective resistance by our 
people to the invader is possible 
unless we of the Congress take a 
determined initiative to estab- 
lish unity, especially Hindu- 
Moslem unity.” 

It is understood that Mr. Raj- 
gopalachariar advocated accep- 
tance of the partition of India at 
least on the principle of appeas- 
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ing Mr. Jinnah and others. This 
stand of the Madras leader has 
been opposed not only by all the 
followers of Gandhi who are 
members of the Working Com- 
mittee of the All India National 
Congress, but by leaders like 
Mr. Nehru, Mr. Azad, Mr. Patel 
and others. Indian Nationalists 
will not accept the partition of 
India even on principle; this is 
evident from the defeat of Raj- 
gopalachariar’s resolution. ‘The 
Congress Party rejected by a 
vote of 120 to 15 a resolution 
sponsored by Rajgopalachariar 
of Madras, to acknowledge the 
Moslem League’s claim to au- 
tonomy. A counter-proposal op- 
posing any splitting of India was 
adopted by 97 to 17. Recogni- 
tion of the right of the Moslems 
to set up a separate Indian Union 
was one of the reasons for the 
rejection of the Cripps propos- 
als.’ (The New York Times, 
May 2, 1942.) 

Thirdly, on May 2, 1942, the 
Working Committee of the All 
India National Congress adopted 
a most far-reaching resolution, 
advocating opposition to British 
control of India in any degree 
and any form and a policy of 
resistance to invasion, through 
complete non-violent non-coop- 
eration, refusing to render any 
assistance to the invaders and 
even facing death to resist them. 
The full text of this resolution 
which will be the directing prin- 
ciple of the Indian Nationalists, 
is not available, while only a 
partial text has been published 
by some of the American papers. 
Those who are interested in 
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fathoming the spirit behind the 
action of the All India National 
Congress and those who are in- 
terested in securing Indian co- 
operation to serve the cause of 
world freedom should carefully 
digest the following extract from 
the resolution, published in The 
New York Times of May 3, 1942: 


Not only the interests of India 
but also Britain’s safety and world 
peace and freedom demand that Bri- 
tain must abandon her hold on India. 
It is on this basis of independence 
alone that India can deal with Bri- 
tain or other nations. 


While India has no quarrel with 
the people of any country she has 
repeatedly declared her antipathy 
to nazism and fascism as well as im- 
perialism. If India were free, she 
should have determined her own 
policy and might have kept out of 
war, although her sympathies in any 
event would be with the victims of 
ageression. If, however, circum- 
stances had led her to join in the 
war she would have done so as a 
free country, fighting for freedom, 
and her defense would have been 
organized on a popular basis with a 
national army under national con- 
trol and leadership and in intimate 
contact with the people. 

It is significant and extraordinary 
that India’s inexhaustible man pow- 
er should remain untapped while 
India develops into a battleground 
between foreign armies fighting on 
her soil or on her frontiers, and her 
defense is not supposed to be a 
subject fit for the population. India 
resents this treatment of her people 
as chattels to be disposed by foreign 
authority. 


I am sure that Russian and 
Chinese statesmen will fully ap- 
preciate the sense of resentment 
of the Indian political leaders 
who are standard bearers of a 
free undivided independent In- 
dia, an equal partner with all 
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free people. But it seems that 
some American publicists and 
even friends of India in America 
think that the action of the 
Working Committee of the All 
India National Congress is an 
invitation to the Japanese to in- 
vade India, which is far from the 
truth. 

Thus from the standpoint of 
internal politics in India, due to 
the failure of Cripps’ mission the 
position of the Indian National- 
ists has become uncompromising 
on three issues: (a) no parti- 
tioning of India, (b) full control 
of Indian defense by Indians 
and (c) dealings with other na- 
tions only on the basis of their 
acknowledgement of India’s in- 
dependence. 

It is a pity that responsible 
American publicists, some of 
them victims of emotionalism, 
have gone so far as to class Ma- 
hatma Gandhi as a “fifth col- 
umnist” and “pro-Japanese.” 
This is not true. As Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, disagreeing with 
many American super-patriots, 
followed the policy of “keeping 
war out of America” and refused 
to declare war against Germany 
and her partners, while adopting 
the lend-lease program, similar- 
ly Gandhi, the arch-anti-imper- 
ialist who carried on a policy of 
vigorous boycotting of Japanese 
goods when Japan started her 
aggression against China, is not 
pro-Japanese but intensely pro- 
Indian and does not see any rea- 
son why Indians should follow a 
policy which will lead to the de- 
struction of their cities and vil- 
lages as happened in Burma, 
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Malaya and other parts of the 
world, when Britain refuses In- 
dia’s demands for freedom and 
self-defense. Gandhi will be 
judged by future historians and 
posterity on his present stand. 
American radicals should re- 
member that Lenin, the arch- 
revolutionist and the guiding 
spirit of the Communist world 
at a very critical stage of Rus- 
sian Revolution, advocated 
“peace” on the basis of virtual 
surrender to German militarism, 
to save the Russian Fatherland 
from being overrun by German 
hordes and to save the industri- 
alized part of the country from 
being destroyed. The Russian 
people and leaders of the revolu- 
tionary masses not only over- 
threw Kerensky, who wanted to 
fight on the side of the so-called 
democracies, but overruled Trot- 
sky who wished to carry on the 
revolutionary struggle to the 
last man. Gandhi and other In- 
dian leaders know that the dis- 
armed Indian masses (“to be 
equipped with batons by the 
British Government”) would 
hardly be in a position to fight 
effectively against Japanese 
bombs, tanks, and machine guns. 
The British want to keep the 
Indian people disarmed, pursu- 
ing the old policy of keeping 
them under subjection by deny- 
ing them the effective means of 
revolt—arms; they do not wish 
to allow Indians to assume re- 
sponsibility for national defense, 
and yet they ask India to oppose 
the Axis powers to the death! 
Lest there by any misunder- 
standing, it should be carefully 
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noted that Gandhi, like Lenin, 
refuses aid both to the ‘‘foreign- 
ers who have made the Indian 
people prisoners” and also the 
“aggressors” who may attack 
India. At the same time he will 
not oppose (as he has proved by 
his past actions) the British 
“self-imposed responsibility” of 
defending India which they have 
reserved as their imperial pre- 
rogative. If India is invaded 
and Britain fails to defend the 
country due to her policy, she 
will have to answer to the world 
and history. 

Gandhi also opposes the idea 
of having more and more Amer- 
ican forces in India to operate 
against Japan and her partners. 
Some Americans feel righteous 
indignation over this and de- 
nounce Gandhi's attitude. These 
Americans should try to under- 
stand Gandhi’s position. He is 
reported to have said, according 
to The New York Times of April 
28, 1942: 

“Now we have the promise of a 
never-ending stream of soldiers 
from America and possibly from 
China. I must confess I do not look 
upon this with equanimity. Cannot 
a limitless number of soldiers be 
trained out of India’s millions? 
Would they not make as good fight- 
ing material as any in the world? 
Then why foreigners? It amounts 
in the end to American influence, 
if not American rule, added to the 
British.” 

This statement may sound 
somewhat astounding, because it 
questions American sincerity re- 
garding aiding India from Axis 
conquest and thus aiding her to 
be free. But Gandhi, the politi- 
cian, the shrewd lawyer, has not 
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forgotten the fact that at one 
time the United States Army 
promised to aid the Philippine 
revolutionists to free themselves 
from Spanish misrule and then 
established their benevolent im- 
perialistic rule over the Philip- 
pines. Gandhi cannot overlook 
the fact that in spite of all the 
aid to China by the United 
States, the Anglo-American 
powers have not yet given up 
their extra-territorial privileges 
in China. They also know that 
Mr. Roosevelt agreed with Mr. 
Churchill that the Atlantic 
Charter did not apply to India 
and Burma. He is not ignorant 
of the fact that the American 
official world will stand with 
British imperialism against In- 
dia’s demands for freedom, as it 
has done in the past. Mahatma 
Gandhi and his followers may be 
wrong, but so far there is no 
official indication in the United 
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States that this great republic 
favors Indian Freedom. Unless 
the Government of the United 
States makes it clear beyond any 
doubt that it stands for Indian 
freedom now, many Indian Na- 
tionalists will continue to regard 
the United States as a supporter 
of British imperialism in India. 

The failure of the Cripps mis- 
sion has augmented distrust 
among the Indian people in the 
professions of freedom by the 
Anglo-American powers, and 
thus it has increased the possi- 
bility of Axis success. There- 
fore, to avert further calamity, 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai Shek, 
Premier Stalin and President 
Roosevelt should take joint ac- 
tion toward a solution of the 
Indian question, pressing their 
friend Mr. Churchill into ex- 
tending full recognition to In- 
dian freedom. There is no time 
to lose.

THEY CAME TO MOCK

HE VICTORY MEETING at 

Carnegie Hall on April 13, 
sponsored by THE PROTESTANT, 
was an eye opener for a great 
many people. However cyni- 
cally many of us may have con- 
templated in prospect a testi- 
monial to ‘‘Russia’s fighting 
people” under religious aus- 
pices, there were very few in- 
deed of us who left the hall in 
a mood other than of exaltation 
and prayer. 

“Is this religion?” was the as- 
tonished query of scores of per- 
sons, on the stairways and in the 
lobby, as the crowds filed out. 


And the answer of course is 
that it is religion in the deepest, 
most abiding sense of the Heb- 
rew-Christian tradition. The- 
ologies, rituals, priestly obser- 
vances of one kind or another, 
have risen and fallen with the 
passing of earthly kingdoms— 
but the majestic vision of the 
Hebrew prophets (men who 
spoke “for God’’), of this world 
transformed from an arena of 
war, exploitation and tyranny, 
to a vineyard of peace, justice 
and freedom, BECAUSE GOD 
BEHOLDS OUR PLIGHT AND 
CARES,—this Vision has stood 
out across the ages like a snow 
white summit across the desert 
wastes. 

When Jesus first appeared be- 
fore his fellow townspeople of 
Nazareth, in the course of his

active ministry, he selected a 
passage from the Prophet Isaiah, 
written 500 years before: ‘The 
Spirit of the Lord is upon me, 
because He hath anointed me to 
preach good tidings to the poor; 
he hath sent me to heal the 
brokenhearted, to preach deliv- 
erance to the captives, and re- 
covering of sight to the blind, to 
set at liberty them that are 
bruised, to preach the acceptable 
year of the Lord.” (Luke, 4:18, 
19). 


Does that sound like priest- 
craft? Does “deliverance of cap- 
tives” sound like “people’s opi- 
ate?” Indeed, were a prophet of 
God to appear before the people 
today in Warsaw or Prague, Oslo 
or Paris, what more succinct 
message could he proclaim? The 
authorities would seek to lay 
hands on him, of course, and if 
he were saved it would be only 
because, as in the case of Jesus, 
of the people. 

That the dramatization of 
prophetic religion at THE PROT- 
ESTANT rally in New York last 
month should seem strange to a 
great many idealistic people is 
understandable, but it wouldn’t 
seem strange if we really under- : 
stood the revolutionary dynamic | 
and background of the Hebrew- | 
Christian prophetic tradition. 

Now the Jericho of Fascism is 
before us, and the power of pro- | 
Phetic religion is needed for the | 
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task. How fortunate that the 
survival value of prophetic re- 
ligion has proved itself, despite 
the vain glory of our imagined 
human self sufficiency on the 
one hand, and on the other, the 
sweep of economic determinism 
combined with priestly self-in- 
terest. There is a fallacy which 
regards religion as a narrowly 
personal matter. Not only ortho- 
dox church people have held to 
this illusion but socially enlight- 
ened secularists as well. Indeed, 
this is one of the most cogent of 
paradoxes that this fallacy 
should be accepted equally by 
groups on the two opposite sides 
of the fence which divides pro- 
gressivism from reaction. 

As a result the religion of so- 
cial concern has been subjected 
to a pincers movement, snuffing 
out citadel after citadel of pro- 
phetic religion. 

The ‘‘Reverend” who could so 
loyally be depended upon to 
chair socially significant public 
forums, mediate strikes conduct- 
ed at fever heat, or fight local 
civil liberites issues, has in an 
alarming number of cases be- 
come a “minister without port- 
folio.” 

In plain English, those who 
share in the prophetic vision up- 
held by THE PROTESTANT, should 
see the handwriting of enlight- 
ened self interest with sufficient 
legibility to be moved to sup- 
port, not only THE PROTESTANT, 
but the Protestant Church in 
their community which comes

closest to sharing the same vis- 
ion, and working for the same 
goal. 

Jesus Christ was crucified, re- 
member, by priestly reaction- 
aries in the corrupted church 
of the day, because they feared 
true religion released in the 
hearts of the people. 

Jesus was crucified, but is 
there any man of good will to- 
day who really believes that 
Priestcraft won a victory, jeer- 
ing beneath the Cross? With di- 
abolical, fifth column cleverness 
it has tried to claim the cross, 
symbol of a transformed world, 
for its own. 

Just as Laval and Franco, sup- 
ported by clerical Fascism, have 
tried to convince the people that 
they represent the true France 
and the true Spain, so has reac- 
tionary religion claimed to rep- 
resent the true Church. 

Jesus said, “Other sheep have 
I which are not of this fold. 
Them also I must bring, and they 
shall hear my voice; and there 
will be one fold and one shep- 
herd.” 

Could he have meant the Chi- 
nese? Could he have meant the 
Soviets? Could he have meant 
the crusading army of secular 
idealists who are fighting Fas- 
cism in every nation of the 
world? I believe that Jesus did 
mean these people, together 
with millions of Germans, Jap- 
anese, Italians and others, who 
beyond the black midnight in 
which we are all engulfed, also 
envisage a Brotherhood of Man. 


A REVIEW OF STAGE AND SCREEN 


BLACKOUT ON BROADWAY

HE LIGHTS of Broadway are 

no more. Defense measures 
have dimmed them to a lugubri- 
ous flicker. And this semi- 
darkness on the outside is in very 
close accord with the obscurity 
that for quite some time has 
been prevailing on the inside. 
Even the not too exacting New 
York Drama Critics’ Circle con- 
fessed quite candidly that no 
outstanding American play had 
reached the boards in the 1941- 
42 season. 

No valid reason has been ad- 
vanced for this complete black- 
out which has enveloped the 
American theatre. The sages of 
the drama pages merely content 
themselves with reporting the 
sad state of the drama. Some of 
the critics base this lack of good 
plays on the fact that America’s 
best playwrights had taken a 
sabbatical year. If only Lillian 
Hellman, William Saroyan and 
Robert Sherwood had not de- 
serted us, they complain, we 
might have been able to select 
a play worthy for the accolade. 
But this seems a rather lame ex- 
cuse. Maxwell Anderson, Clif- 
ford Odets, John Steinbeck and 
George S. Kaufman, four former 
prize-winners, did present their 
wares this season. Yet they too 
failed to make the grade. They 
had nothing to say. 


Is the discrepancy between the 
so-called good plays of any sea- 
son and the poor fare of 1942 
really so wide? Ido not think 
so. 


This year’s In Time to Come, 
the play by Howard Koch and 
John Huston about Woodrow 
Wilson and his tragically hope- 
less fight for the League of Na- 
tions, was a much more mature 
drama than Robert Sherwood’s 
There Shall Be No Night, which 
our critics hailed as a master- 
piece a couple of seasons ago. 
And, for that matter, Ben 
Hecht’s Lily of the Valley surely 
was more substantial and origi- 
nal than You Can’t Take It With 
You or Life with Father, so 
highly acclaimed in the past. Nor 
can I detect much difference in 
creative calibre between Raph- 
aelson’s Jason and, let us say, 
any of Behrman’s recognized 
successes. Even John Steinbeck’s 
The Moon Is Down compares 
favorably, it would seem to me, 
with Lillian Hellman’s Watch on 
the Rhine. No, the plays on 
Broadway have not changed so 
drastically. Our playwrights 
have not suffered a sudden col- 
lapse. They have merely been 
left behind by a swift-moving 
world.

Life blacked out Broadway. 
The drama is off-stage. It is on 
the wide steppes of Russia, 
where a people by its spirit and 
high morality wrestles against 
the soulless men of the perfect 
machine. It is among the under- 
ground heroes of Czechoslovakia 
and Holland, who die willingly 
so that mankind may live. It is 
in the conference room where 
Nehru faced Cripps. It is in the 
stroke of the pen with which 
President Roosevelt set free 
Browder and gave the signal for 
the creation of a United Front. 
It is in the prisoner Leon Blum’s 
challenge to Pétainized France. 
It is in the catacombs of Madrid 
where men hide from the wrath 
of Fascism, which amid our ig- 
noble silence hounds them for 
having believed in democracy. 
It is in the miracle of Corregidor 
and the sharp-chiseled face of 
MacArthur. It resounds in the 
passionate words of Wallace 
clamoring for a new world. It 
is everywhere: the drama of a 
dying civilization whose death 
throes become birth pangs as a 
new mankind emerges. 

How then can routine Broad- 
way drama, even at its best, 
compete against the smash hit 
which life is daily staging in the 
four corners of the globe? The 
make-believe world of escapist 
and of so-called realist drama 
which dimmed-out Broadway 
has served us this season must 
of necessity strike us as irrele- 
vant, meaningless and flat. In- 
evitably there is something fro- 
zen and forced about age-old 
gags served in modern clothes 
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while our world is fighting for 
survival. I searched in vain this 
season for an author who, 
touched by the divine flame, had 
created a play that had the guts 
to speak out. I found only mo- 
ments in In Time to Come, and 
aborted potentialities in The 
Moon Is Down. The rest be- 
longed to a distant yesterday.

Hollywood, with its million- 
dollar productions and glamor- 
ous stars, could never have pro- 
duced Native Land, that en- 
grossing motion picture now 


showing at the World Theatre. 


Native Land purports to be a 
document of America’s struggle 
for liberty in recent years. It 
is more than that. It is a bleed- 
ing strip of life, gasping for 
breath, brought by some miracle 
within the compass of a motion 
picture camera. Without artifice 
and without an attempt to re- 
touch the bestiality of fascist- 
conditioned men, Native Land 
projects the story of America’s 
battle and triumph against the 
ruthless reactionary, undemo- 
cratic forces within our land. 
This picture, directed by Leon 
Hurwitz and Paul Strand, is 
powerful because it dares to 
speak out. It is elemental art, 
and as such passionate, convinc- 
ing propaganda, in the sense that 
all true revelation is propa- 
ganda.

ST. PATRICK OF THE IRISH CHURCH 


It is generally accepted by Americans, otherwise than of Irish 
descent, and by Americans of Irish parentage, that St. Patrick, the 
Apostle of Ireland, was a Roman Catholic. 


It is next to an impossibility to convince either one or the other 
today that the ancient Irish Church—the Church of St. Patrick— 
was non-Roman. 


Take the Creed of St. Patrick in one hand (it is akin to the 
Apostles Creed) and the Creed of Pope Pius IV, in the other. Place 
them side by side. Compare the two. The Council of Trent has 
added twelve articles to the Nicene Creed which we hold, and 
imposes them upon her clergy, and declares that belief in the Creed 
of Pope Pius the IVth is necessary to salvation. 


Now do you find those twelve articles in the Creed of St. 
Patrick? One of these articles is an assertion of Roman supremacy. 
Do you find that there? No. Another is the doctrine of Purgatory. 
Another is belief in Transubstantiation. Do you find them there? 
No. How is it that St. Patrick does not mention any contact with 
Rome whatever? If the Vatican is not content with St. Patrick’s 
Creed, it ought not to claim St. Patrick as its Apostle. 


It was not till the latter part of the 11th century that the Roman 
Catholic religion became known in Ireland, and as St. Patrick came 
to Ireland in 432, it cannot be said that he knew anything of Rome. 
It was Henry the 2nd, through his envoy, John of Salisbury, who 
received from Pope Adrian the IVth the grant of Ireland ‘as an 
inheritance,” on the plea that he should bring the Irish Church and 
State under the control of the Roman Church. The monasteries of 
Ireland up to the twelfth century were not Roman. The monastery 
is not of Roman origin. 

What we want is the truth, the basis of all true history, and not 
an ecclesiastical viewpoint, for ecclesiasticism has always been the 
foe of liberty.

THE NEGRO TALKS WITH HIS GOVERNMENT 


By W. H. JERNAGIN —Extracts from the annual 
address of the President of the Faternal 
Council of Negro Churches of America. 


ERE, ASSEMBLED in complete unity, are the representatives 

of more than six million Negro church members of different 
religious denominations. Our paramount concern is with a nation 
and a world in crisis. 

We seek means by which we can make more effective the prin- 
ciples of the Christian Religion in a society which is being ravished 
by the most powerful and vicious forces of anti-Christ the world 
has ever seen. 

As Negro citizens we seek a program by which the energies and 
creative abilities of fifteen millions of Negro people may be 
liberated for unrestricted service to our nation at war. 

Our controlling purpose is to build here, on this earth, a society 
of men bound together by mutual respect and good will, a true 
BROTHERHOOD among all the varied peoples of the world. We would 
build here a society in which the sacred spark of divinity in each 
human personality remains inviolate, untrammeled by the exploit- 
ation of man or institution or government; a society in which the 
inherent good and beauty of every human personality may develop 
and flourish in a culture of justice, peace and Christian Brother- 
hood. In short, we believe in, and are striving to achieve, the 
Kingdom of God on earth. 

There are those among us who are inclined to interpret this 
world conflict in terms of the reactionary effects of World War I, 
upon the Negro and other “Minority Peoples.” They fail to appre- 
ciate the tradition-shattering, truly revolutionary character of this 
war of human liberation. The Negro people of America, as, indeed, 
the so-called “backward” and heretofore completely exploited 
peoples of the world, now stand on the threshhold of a new era in 
human history. 

Because we know the great stake involved in this war, we have 
lost no time in throwing the full weight of the Negro church behind 
the task of mobilizing the Negro people for victory. 

As leaders of the church it was our feeling that we owed it to 
our country and we owed it to our people to hold frank and 
straightforward conversations with the government leaders 
responsible for the conduct of the war. We wanted to know what 
these men were thinking. We wanted to tell them in straight plain 
words what the Negro church leaders felt about grave problems of 
. government. 
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We proposed to the Assistant Secretary of the Navy that 
Negroes be recruited for service in all naval forces immediately. 
We urged that the school where Negroes are to be trained be 
located in the North and that white naval recruits be trained 
together with the Negro volunteers. We urged that a Negro civilian 
aide be appointed to the secretary of the Navy. We were assured 
that our proposals would be given earnest consideration. We were 
assured that an effort would be made to enlist Negro volunteers 
immediately and to train them in an area of the country where they 
could be guaranteed fair and equal treatment. 

We proposed to the Attorney General that the Department of 
Justice and he take action against those un-American forces which 
seek to deny our people their just rights. I can report to you that 
the men responsible for creating mob violence against Negroes in 
Detroit have been arrested and will be brought to trial. I can 
report to you that men in Kentucky and Georgia who held Negroes 
in peonage have been arrested and will be brought to trial. The 
Attorney General also told us that a vigorous prosecution of the 
Sikeston, Missouri, lynehing will be made. 

In addition the Attorney General promised us that he would 
urge the President of the United States to give proper recognition 
to Dorie Miller, our brave young Negro hero of Pearl Harbor. 

In the more than one hour of conversation with Secretary of 
Agriculture Wickard we had the opportunity to explore completely 
the many complex problems affecting our Negro Farm population 
in the South. With Director Landis of Civilian Defense, we reached 
an agreement for permanent working relations between our 
Council and his department. As a first step in bringing our people 
into full benefit from the Civilian Defense program, Director 
Landis has ordered—at our request—a complete study of Negro 
participation in civilian defense in the South. Following this study, 
we have arranged for weekly contact with the office of Civilian 
Defense to deal with any problems which arise. 

The Negro church, united in the Fraternal Council of Negro 
churches can find a way to bring great benefit to the Negro people. 
We do not stand on the sidelines and criticize. We meet the leaders 
of government face to face and tell them what must be done to 
organize the Negro people for victory in the war. 

The Negro church through the ages has demonstrated its right 
to leadership among our people. Today the Negro church marches 
at the head of the Negro people in the tradition of Richard Allen, 
James Varick, Bishop W: H. Myles, W. J. Simmons, and other great 
heroes of our past. 

We must continue this leadership. We must make every pulpit 
ring out with the ery for victory over Hitler. There is work for us 
to do. 


WE OWE OUR LIVES TO CHINA

/iT77HE GUERRILLAS of China 
are determined to hold the 
strategic Northwest against all 
odds so that the Allies will be 
provided with bases for a com- 
bined offensive against Japan 
when the time comes.” So writes 
Madame Sun Yat-sen, wife of 
China’s founder and first presi- 
dent. “ ... From the plains of 
Manchuria to 
the border of 
Indo-China, the 
guerrilla regions 
form awide 
zone. Behind it 
China will train 
new armies, 
build up her in- 
dustries, and prepare for the 
final drive against the invaders.” 
Japan “occupies” 600,000 
square miles of North China. 
But in more than half that area 
guerrilla fighters organize ‘‘total 
mass resistance” among some 
50,000,000 Chinese. Guerrilla 
forces total half a million men, 
most of them in constant touch 
with the enemy. Without com- 
plete peasant cooperation they 
would be unable to carry on. 
They cut communication lines, 
they capture guns, they engage 
the enemy in battle. The peas- 
ants and workers under repre- 
sentative local government — 
new to China —contributes 
grain, works in vest-pocket in- 
dustries, spies on the enemy, 
mobilizes village resources and 
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into battle. 


Bethune raised the slogan, 
“Doctors, go to the wounded. 
Don’t wait for them to come 
to you!” and developed a new 
type of “mobile hospital” to 
go with the guerrillas right 


supports guerrilla schools, medi- 
cal corps and hospitals built in 
caves and huts. There are more 
refugees in guerrilla areas than 
anywhere else in China. The 
poverty-stricken Northwest 
couldn’t have borne the burden 
of a swollen population if broad 
democratic measures had not 
been taken—such as land tax 
reforms, local 
government aids 
in agriculture, 
and the mobili- 
zation of pro- 
duction corps to 
farm virgin soil. 

Four Interna- . 
tional Peace 
Hospitals, supervised by Ma- 
dame Sun Yat-sen, and support- 
ed by funds from the China Aid 
Council of New York City, serve 
the health of children, workers 
and soldiers in this region. 

It was Dr. Norman Bethune, 
the same who perfected a new 
method of blood transfusion 
during his work in Loyalist 
Spain, who went to China in 
1938 and built the first of these 
International Peace Hospitals 
behind guerrilla lines. The Jap- 
anese captured the town and 
with it Bethune’s hospital. He 
established another, further 
back. And then he raised the 
slogan ‘‘Doctors, go to the 
wounded. Don’t wait for them 
to come to you!”’, and developed 
a new type of “mobile hospital” 
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to go with the guerrillas right 
into battle. 

In one campaign, Bethune’s 
own unit—astride mules and 
with supplies packed in saddle 
bags—ranged over 500 miles 
with guerrillas attacking the 
Japanese rear. Several such 
units now operate in the guer- 
cilla territories, treating serious- 
ly wounded within the sound of 
enemy guns, while lesser cases 
are transported by primitive 
stretchers to the base hospitals. 

Since Dr. Bethune’s death in 
1939, three more International 
Peace Hospitals have been es- 
tablished, making four in all. 
The Bethune Memorial Peace 
Hospital is in the heart of guer- 
rilla territory in Shensi. It is 
built in loess caves and has 400 
beds, X-ray equipment and a 
good nursing staff. The second, 
the one Dr. Bethune started, is 
in the Wutai mountains in Shen- 
si. It has 600 beds, and main- 
tains a large mobile medical or- 
ganization. The third hospital, 
the Southeast Shensi branch, has 
1,000 beds, 14 mobile medical 
units, and an occupational work- 
shop for wounded and convales- 
cent soldiers. 

The fourth, in North Kiangsu 
Province, is divided into 20 units 
—and to escape detection is 
spread out in huts and villages 
over eight miles. Doctors travel- 
ing on foot, horseback and rick- 
shaw, sometimes take an entire 
day to complete their round of 
patients in these novel hospital 
“wards.” A training school, as 
mobile as the guerrilla bands— 
some of whose members make 
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up the student body, is attached 
to the school. As with the field 
units, equipment and texts. tra- 
vel with the guerrillas in saddle 
bags or in ox carts. 

A story in itself can be told 
of the medical training schools. 
The largest of these is in Shensi, 
connected with the Bethune 
Memorial Hospital. Guerrilla 
doctors sometimes march as 
much as 60 miles with soldiers 
who are making a surprise at- 
tack. After striking, the guer- 
rilla bands return swiftly to 
their mountain hideouts, but the 
wounded cannot be safely car- 
ried over such long distances. 
Instead they are treated on the 
spot by a corps of ‘‘plain- 
clothes” medical officers, and 
then transferred to peasant 
homes nearby. At night, the 
doctors—disguised as local peas- 
ants—return to dress their cases 
until they are well enough to be 
moved. 

These medical guerrillas are 
graduates of the Shensi school, 
the courses of which are especi- 
ally designed for front-line 
work. Study is highly concen- 
trated into half the usual time 
for medical training. Lack of 
equipment for the school has 
taxed all the ingenuity and tal- 
ent in the area. 

Laboratory and technical 
equipment has been improvised 
by talented students; five hun- 
dred anatomical drawings and 
charts were made from one text 
—and by a convalescent soldier. 
During a paper shortage, stu- 
dents used starched bits of cloth 
on which they took their lecture 
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notes. In place of ink, soot mixed 
with water or vegetable fat has 
been used. Classes are held in 
caves in winter, and in the open 
air in summer. 

Four-fifths of the students go 
into front-line work, and have 
built up a tradition of courage 
and initiative. Dr. Bethune re- 
ported that guerrilla medical of- 
ficers have given as much as 500 
cc of blood for emergency front- 
line transfusions without stop- 
ping work. A public-health edu- 
cation program, carried on by 
students, has successfully intro- 
duced inoculation for the pre- 
vention of epidemics. 

Students and staff carry guns 
at all times for the protection of 
the wounded they are transport- 
ing. Often they take part in 
battles when the odds are too 
great. At the graduation exer- 
cises of the Guerrilla Medical 
Training School’s ninth class, a 
battle interrupted the ceremony 
and professors and _ students 
went out to fight. 

Students, hospital staffs and 
soldiers live under the same 
hardships and deprivations as 
the people. Work is shared the 
same way. Last year students 
and professionals ploughed and 
planted the virgin soil against 
famine. 

In Madame Sun’s letter, the 
thanks of China’s most demo- 
cratic and staunchest defenders 
is voiced as follows: “The Inter- 
national Peace Hospitals have 
saved the lives of thousands of 
_Chinese. American assistance 
has helped my people endure 
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and to continue their stubborn 
resistance. Gratitude is engraved 
upon their hearts and they will 
never forget. China will fight 
side by side with her American 
ally while the guerrillas stand 
guard over the strategic North- 
west bases that may yet be the 
scene of Japan’s final defeat. 
Anything that you, in America, 
can do to help preserve these 
bases will aid our common 
cause.” 

Once Bethune worked for 69 
hours without rest, operating on 
115 soldiers. This he did under 
artillery fire. He couldn’t stop 
and go to sleep, knowing the 
wounds were untended, the 
wounds of these Chinese boys 
who fought our enemy during 
the four years when we, you 
and I in America, slept safely 
in our beds. 

Bethune sleeps well today, for 
he has given his uttermost. Shall 
we not share in his work? We 
can if we aid United China Re- 
lief, not merely with money that 
we can easily afford but with 
money that we can ill afford. 
The China Aid Council of United 
China Relief, Inc., 200 Fifth 
Avenue New York City, is sup- 
porting the International Peace 
Hospitals, the schools and coop- 
erative drug factory in Shensi 
with funds collected in America. 
There is now in progress a cam- 
paign to raise $7,000,000 for 
China’s brave people. For 
China’s cause, and for the cause 
we share with China—support 
United China Relief’s campaign. 


WHITHER, AUSTRIA? 
By ALFRED WERNER 


HE MUZZLING of the Aus- 

trian nation can be dated 
back to March 4, 1933, when 
Parliament was dissolved and 
Chancellor Dolifuss started rul- 
ing with emergency decrees. 
Political parties went under- 
ground and continued to exist 
throughout the Dollfuss- 
Schuschnigg era, and still carry 
on even in Nazi-dominated Ost- 
mark which is now Austria’s of- 
ficial name. The irredentist 
groups, formed by exiled Austri- 
an politicians in New York, Lon- 
don and elsewhere, represent 
the various political trends that, 
not so many years ago, domin- 
ated the noisy scene of the Aus- 
trian parliament. 

The largest party of the Aus- 
trian republic, the Social Demo- 
crats, is represented in this 
country by the Austrian Labor 
Committee, headed by Friedrich 
Adler, son of Victor Adler, the 
party’s founder and first Foreign 
Minister of the Austrian repub- 
lic. Since Friedrich Adler, the 
assassin of the Imperial Prime 
Minister, Count Stuergkh, is 
well known as a leader of the 
Second International, the Aus- 
trian Labor Committee leaves 
no doubt as to the policy it in- 
tends to pursue. It adheres to 
the principles of the old Social 
Democratic party of Austria, 
which enjoyed great popularity 
with the masses on account of its 
social reforms, its strong attitude 


—Dollfuss’ clerical fascism — 
paved the way for Hitler’s nazism. 


against the political preponder- — 
ance of the Catholic church and _ 
its fight against the Hapsburg 
restoration. In Austria they | 
polled between 45 and 49 per — 
cent of the votes, in “Red Vien- — 
na” almost 70 per cent. As a de- 
cidedly Republican party, which 
can boast of having given Vienna 
its most efficient administration, _ 
the Social Democrats would cer- 
tainly enjoy much popularity 
with the refugees from Austria — 
and with many Austro-Amer- 
icans if they did not stubbornly ~ 
cling to their obsolete idea of 
Ausiria’s integration in the Ger- 
man Reich. Unfortunately this 
idea—a favorite one of Otto 
Bauer, the leading party theore- 
tician who died in Paris a few 
years ago—has struck deep roots 
in the hearts of many Social 
Democrats. They, like the Nazis, 
deny the existence of an Austri- 
an type which differs from the 
German, particularly the Prus- 
sian, and the influence which 
geography and history have ex- 
erted on Austria since Roman 
times. 

It was to be expected that 
many Socialists and Democrats 
would disagree with the Labor 
Committee’s endorsement of the 
Anschluss. The Assembly for a 
democratic Austrian Republic, 
founded by Fritz Rager, the for- 
mer secretary of the Viennese 
Chamber of Labor, demands in 
accordance with the provisions 
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of the Atlantic Charter not only 
Austria’s liberation from the 
Nazi yoke and the restoration of 
her erstwhile democratic consti- 
tution but also her political inde- 
pendence. While repudiating the 
Hapsburg rule, this group recog- 
nizes opportunities that lie in a 
Danube federation, resulting 
from the voluntary cooperation 
of the nations that once formed 
the huge Austro-Hungarian 
monarchy. 

Austrian Action, in contrast to 
the above mentioned groups, de- 
clares itself uninterested in post- 
war aims in regard to Austria’s 
political structure, and claims to 
be “the militant, non-partisan 
Austrian Organization”, fighting 
against Nazi tyranny and totali- 
tarian oppression, for democ- 
racy, justice, tolerance and lib- 
erty. This group is headed by 
Count Ferdinand Czernin, a son 
of one of the last foreign minis- 
ters of the Austro-Hungarian 
monarchy; Ferdinand Czernin 
played no political role what- 
ever in the Austrian republic. 
As one of the members of the 
executive board of the Austrian 
National Committee, however, 
he affiliated himself and his 
group with a section of Austrian 
Dolifuss-Schuschnigg politicians 
which is accused by many Aus- 
trians of paying lip-service only 
to the ideals of true democracy. 

The real character of the last 
Austrian regime is still not 
clearly recognized by many 
Americans, and even some na- 
tive Austrians seem to have for- 
gotten what the clerical-fascist 
Tegime was like thatidominated 
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Austria in its last six years. The 
fact that Dr. Schuschnigg is an 
educated gentleman and that in 
the last tragic weeks of his re- 
gime his upright stand against 
the Nazis was backed by the 
overwhelming majority of the 
Austrian population, must not 
make us overlook another fact: 
that the Dollfuss-Schuschnigg 
regime, although a “lesser evil” 
as compared to the ruthless pa- 
gan barbarism of the Nazis, was 
still very bad. Dr. Dollfuss, a 
leading member of the Christian 
Socialist party, which pretended 
to adhere to the principles of 
democracy, paved the way for 
Nazism by crushing the Social 
Democrats instead of comprom- 
ising with them. 

It is difficult to explain why 
members of the Schuschnigg 
Cabinet should claim to repre- 
sent the Austrian people as is 
being done by the Austrian Na- 
tional Committee. They can 
speak for only a small minority, 
since, as Austrians agree with 
foreign observers, the last Aus- 
trian regime was popular only 
in certain small industrialist, 
clerical and aristocratic circles. 
While the supporters of this re- 
gime continuously harp on the 
prognostication that gave the 
Schuschnigg regime at least 70 
per cent of the votes at the pleb- 
iscite that was scheduled to be 
held on March 13, 1938, it must 
be borne in mind that the major- 
ity of these 70 per cent were 
ready to support Schuschnigg 
only because he promised them 
a change in the principles of his 
system, a reshuffling of his cab- 
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inet and a trend towards demo- 
ecracy. The Nazi attack on 
Schuschnigg drew him closer to 
the Austrian people, but his pre- 
decessor, Dollfuss, like Starhem- 
berg and Fey, remained for 
many Austrians, especially for 
the Viennese workmen, “Arbei- 
termoerder” (assassins of the 
laboring classes). Dollfuss’ sys- 
tem was held responsible for the 
“coordination” of press and lit- 
erature, the hegemony of the 
Jesuits, the restoration of the 
Hapsburg estates to their for- 
mer owners, the ever-increasing 
“gum-shoe” anti-Semitism, the 
curb on social legislation and the 
political support of such Fascist 
regimes as those of Horthy and 
Mussolini. 

One of the six members of the 
Austrian National Committee 
which claims to lead Austria’s 
fight for liberation is Guido Zer- 
natto, former General Secretary 
of the Patriotic Front, Cabinet 
member and one of the most in- 
fluential men in Schuschnigg- 
Austria. As Austrian minister of 
propaganda, he was considered 
one of the strongest advocates of 
one-hundred per cent Fascism. 
While decidedly anti-Nazi, he 
never concealed his anti-demo- 
cratic point of view. Another 
member of the executive board 
of the so-called Austrian Na- 
tional Committee is Hans Rott, 
president of the legitimist Free 
Austrian Movement. Herr Rott, 
a leader of the Christian Social- 
ist Trade Unions, which were 
often employed by the industri- 
alists as a means of combating 
the Marxist Free Trade Unions, 
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was comparatively little known 
in Austria until his appointment 
in February, 1938, as Minister of 
Social Welfare in the last re- 
shuffing of the Schuschnigg 
Cabinet, just prior to the fall of 
Austria. He is regarded as a 
staunch supporter of the Haps- 
burg restoration, like the other 
leaders of the Free Austrian 
Movement. 

The Austrian National Com- 
mittee time and again stresses 
that ‘there is no such thing as 
Austrian disunity, that it is a 
very healthy sign that two or- 
ganizations, one formed along 
legitimist and the other along 
strictly non-partisan lines, can 
work side by side and can be 
found supporting the same Na- 
tional Committee to which they 
have both subordinated them- 
selves.” Yet since both the Aus- 
trian Labor Committee and the 
Assembly for a Democratic Aus- 
trian Republic refuse to subor- 
dinate themselves to the Nation- 
al Committee, this Committee, in 
spite of such famous liberal 
writers and musicians as Pro- 
fessor George N. Shuster, 
Bruno Walter, Franz Werfel, etc. 
among its “patrons’’, represents 
little more than the forces 
which, throughout the interlude 
of an Austrian-made Fascism, 
drove that hapless country into 
the hands of the Nazis. 

The promise made by the 
Committee that “it will dissolve 
on that day on which Austria 
has again become free, and the 
Austrian people will have been 
placed in the position of decid- 
ing its own future in liberty and 
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independence without any coer- 
cion from within or without” 
must not be taken too seriously. 
If the leaders of the present ir- 
redentist movements should be 
willing to abandon their organ- 
izations after an Allied victory, 
they cannot be expected to have 
given up the hope of them- 
selves playing a part in the re- 
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construction of post-war Aus- 
tria. 

It is not probable that the 
Austrians—those in Europe and 
those abroad—will welcome 
political leaders who, in one way 
or another, still cling to the 
despised idea of an Austrian 
(totalitarian) Staendestaat. 


HONEST DOUBT 


THE PROTESTANT does not seek the suppression 
of honest controversy. Controversy is the life 
blood of freedom. A great mistake has been 
made by “tolerant” groups when they have 
attempted to stop the veins of this life blood. 
For instance, with regard to the question of 
religion, the platform, once open to all comers 
as in the days of Robert Ingersoll, has been 
closed to one side of the argument. This is fatal 
and more so to those who are allowed on the 
platform than to those who are kept off. 

In this connection a false interpretation has 
been put upon the Bill of Rights. The right to 
religion is now invariably cited as being a right 
‘to worship God as one pleases.” The right not 
to worship God or to worship as many Gods as 
-one pleases is significantly omitted. The virus 
of such conditioning once introduced, and it has 
already been introduced, will be desperately 
hard to get rid of. Heroic measures may be 
needed before we recover the national health 
based on freedom of controversy.

BLUFFING THE U.S.A.?

—There are those who wonder 


if the Government of the U.S.A. 
has been bluffed by the Grand Jury 
of Oglethorpe County, Georgia. 


HERE MAY be those who 

think the problem of peon- 
age was solved by the decision in 
- the Taylor versus Georgia case, 
recently made by the Supreme 
Court of the United States. But 
that decision, valuable though it 
be, neither solves the problem 
nor brings it within sight of a 
solution. In the first place, peons 
are not generally made by virtue 
of any such law as the Georgia 
statute involved. The whole 
process of peon or slave making 
is without any orderly procedure 
and is accomplished by brute 
force, intimidation and betray- 
ing defenseless persons into the 
clutches of the law in order to 
farm them out to an overlord 
who is always a member of the 
rotten courthouse ring. How 
easy it is to hire a depraved, 
whiskey-headed, no-good Negro 
stool pigeon to start a rumpus 
at a Negro church, picnic, frolic, 
or whatnot, then point out the 
able-bodied young Negroes pres- 
ent—or not present, for that 
matter (a Negro’s word, unless 
he be a stool pigeon for the ring, 
means nothing in such rump 
courts.) In such cases those the 
stool pigeon points out as guilty 
are sent by way of the chain 
gang to the overlord’s peonage 
plantation. 


I wish I could unsee the things 
I have seen in the county of my 


nativity. I saw two young over- 
seers whip old man Prince Bol- 
ton so that he was unable to 
draw in his own tongue. 

Another pepular way of mak- 
ing peons is by ascertaining in 
advance that the sharecropper is 
expecting to move, then attach- 
ing everything he has, including 
food. Now the poor fellow and 
his family must eat, and of 
course will, notwithstanding the 
legal fiction. But when he roasts 
a potato or bakes a cup of meal 
into bread, he is in the clutches 
of the law and must indenture 
his able-bodied children, go to 
the chain gang, or remain in- 
definitely on the plantation in 
peonage. 

One excellent point brought 
out by Justice Byrnes in the 
Taylor case was that involuntary 
servitude is peonage without 
reference to the debt angle. 
When I reported the Oglethorpe 
County, Georgia cases to the 
Federal Government, T. Hoyt 
Davis, the U. S. Attorney for the 
Middle District of Georgia, is 
said to have gone to the Attor- 
ney General’s office at Washing- 
ton in an attempt to convince the 
Department that, although in- 
voluntary servitude - slavery. 
may have been present as stated, 
there could be no remedy at law, 
in that the persons were not 
being held for debt. By clearing 
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up this point, therefore, the Tay- 
lor case decision will necessarily 
go on record as a classic in the 
crusade against the diabolical 
institution of peonage. 

Another thing is that the ren- 
dering of a decision against a 
crime does not necessarily abol- 
ish the crime. Decisions are 
simply weapons in the hands of 
those who desire to combat 
crimes. To be effective, laws 
must be enforced; if they are 
not enforced, they are useless. 

How much swifter would the 
sword of justice fall if the color 
of the male factor and the victim 
were reversed! For -instance, 
the boss overlord of Oglethorpe 
County is substantially charged 
with having beaten a pregnant 
Negro woman to insensibility 
with a buggy whip, thirty days 
before she gave birth to a brown 
baby. Would it have taken over 
two decades to get half-hearted 
action against this brutal over- 
lord if he had been black and 
the defenseless woman white? I 
think not. This same man was 
indicted a year ago, but has not 
yet been brought to trial, while 
some of the witnesses against 
him are dying off, and others 
are being prepared for service 
on foreign soil. And, remember, 
the F.B.I. has complaint after 
complaint against him, some of 
which are as much as a quarter 
of a century old. 

The Oglethorpe County, Geor-

tion of the government’s action 
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in the indictment of two of its 
“distinguished”’ citizens: 

Whereas, during the past year a 
scurrilous and libellous indictment 
for conspiracy has been returned by 
a Cook County, Illinois Grand Jury 
against two. of the best citizens of 
Oglethorpe County, and, 

Whereas, in the light of the knowl- 
edge that this body possesses of the 
true facts in the case, it seems to us 
that persecution was sought rather 
than the serving of the ends of jus- 
tice, and 

Whereas, our County of Ogle- 
thorpe, through the wide-spread 
publicity given the case, has been 
held up to the nation as an object 
of ridicule, branding us as barbar- 
ous, inhuman and anti-social, we, 
the Oglethorpe County Grand Jury, 
wish, 

Therefore, to go on record as 
branding the charges false, malici- 
ous and libellous and feel that any 
individual, body or organization 
that strives to stir up racial hatred 
is not contributing to the democratic 
form of Constitutional government 
which our forefathers bought with 
blood, but rather to serve their own 
selfish ends at the expense of the 
institutions which every loyal and 
patriotic citizen of this country holds 
dearer than life itself. The South, 
and more especially Georgia and 
Oglethorpe County, is the last 
stronghold of Anglo-Saxon civil- 
ization in this country, and we, the 
descendants of those forbears who 
carried the bloody flag of freedom 
across countless battlefields and 
planted it upon a thousand hills, pro- 
test with every fibre of our being 
the injustice that has been dealt us; 
and we register a protest against the 
book, “Our Native Land,” by Anna 
Louise Strong, which holds our 
county up to ridicule and is scurri- 
lous, malicious and without basis in 
fact, and it is not recommended as 
fit reading for the people of our 
county. 

We also wish to commend that 
fearless Southern gentleman, Judge

DORIS MILLER—THE NEW NEGRO 


When Doris Miller, Mississippi Negro, messman aboard the 
Arizona at Pearl Harbor on Dec. 7, manned a machine gun and 
blazed away at Jap planes until his ammunition ran out, and when 
Joe Louis handed $89,000, won in the prize ring, to Navy Relief, 
they put the Navy on the spot. Miller, as messman, was in the 
highest place a Negro could have in the Navy—a purely menial 


job. He had no right to touch the machine gun, and did so only - 


because there was no one left to man it, or to order him not to do so. 
Louis, who risked his title as the world’s champion slugger to make 
his large contribution to Navy Relief, could not have entered the 
Navy in any fighting capacity—surely a most anomalous situation. 
The Navy has now announced a new ruling under which Negroes 
may apply for ratings in the Navy, Marine Corps, or Coast Guard, 
receiving the same physical and mental entrance exams as other 
applicants. The outposts of white superiority and of discrimination 
against colored citizens have fallen. The victory for the Negro, 
however, is not very assuring. It is said that assignments will likely 
be for shore duty, Navy Yard, or construction work. Negro tars 
will not be able to rise above non-com rank and will train and 
serve in segregated groups. It will take a lot of Negro heroism to 
break down the tradition and rule of white domination, and India, 
despite the failure of Cripps’ mission, is likely to win home rule 
long before the American Negro is accorded his Constitutional 
rights as a citizen of the American democracy. Apparently of more 
reality and significance than the Navy’s grudging modification of its 
rule is the Government’s action ordering certain mid-western firms 
to stop discriminating against Negroes in employment.

MOLOTOV ON INVASION HORRORS 


NOTE OF THE PEOPLE’S COMMISSAR OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS OF THE 
U.S.S.R. V. M.’Mo.totov. Issued as a special Information Bul- 
letin by the Embassy of the Soviet Union in Washington. 


This is the third and most com- 
plete note issued by the Soviet 
Government concerning the 
“monstrous atrocities perpetrat- 
ed by the German Fascist in- 
vaders in the occupied Soviet 
Districts.” It is a factual record 
fully authenticated by support- 
ing affidavits signed by liberated 
citizens. 


The note calls attention to the 
fact that... “these atrocities are 
not occasional excesses commit- 
ted by individual undisciplined 
units or by individual German 
officers and soldiers. The Soviet 
Government is in possession of 
documents recently seized in the 
headquarters of shattered Ger- 
man units, proving that the 
crimes and outrages are com- 
mitted in accordance with a 
carefully prepared plan, worked 
out in every detail by the Ger- 
man Government and in accord- 
ance with orders issued by the 
German High Command.” 


“Special detachments, whose 
business is the mass extermina- 
tion of the civilian population 
during the retreat of Hitler’s 
army, are committing their 
deeds with the cold-bloodedness 
of professional criminals.” 

It is evident that long before 
the Nazi armies attacked the 


ernment worked out the details 
of how to plunder Soviet terri- 
tory and its inhabitants. Units 
of the Red Army seized the orig- 
inal of a secret document issued 
by Field Marshall Goering, en- 
titled: Directions for the Con- 
duct of Economy in the Newly 
Occupied Eastern Regions. This 
document contains 28 pages of 
detailed instructions, and is 
dated June 11, 1941 (11 days be- 
fore Hitler’s treacherous 
attack.) 


Here it is: 


“In accord with the orders of 
the Fuehrer it is imperative to 
take all measures toward the 
immediate and complete utiliza- 
tion of the occupied regions in 
the interest of Germany ... The 
primary task is the speediest 
realization of the complete pro- 
visioning of the German troops 
at the expense of the occupied 
regions... It is wholly irrele- 
vant to suppose that the occu- 
pied regions are to be restored 
to order ...and that their econ- 
omy is to be rehabilitated. Res- 
toration of order must be car- 
ried out only in those regions 
where we can obtain consider- 
able supplies . . . In the others 

. . economic activity must be 
limited to the utilization of 


Soviet Union the German Gov-available supplies.” 
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Order No. 43761/41 of the Ger- 
man General Staff: 

“Tt is necessary by all means 
to obtain clothing through fore- 
ible levy upon the population 
of the occupied region . . .take 
away wool and leather gloves, 
overcoats, vests, shawls, cotton- 
lined vests and trousers, leather 
and felt boots...” 

Order of Lieutenant-General 
Beyer: 

“All felt boots in the possess- 
ion of the Russian civilian popu- 
lation including children’s felt 
boots, are subject to immediate 
requisition. To own felt boots is 
forbidden and is punishable as 
the unauthorized carrying of 
arms” (for which violators are 
to be shot on the spot.) 

Order of Field Marshall General 
von Reichenau: 

“To provide the local popula- 
tion and war prisoners with 
food is unnecessary humanitar- 
ianism.” 

General Order as issued to the 
521st Infantry Regt., 293rd 
Division: 

“Preparations for destruction 
of inhabited localities must be 
carried out so that: (a) at no 
time prior to the announcement 
shall any suspicion be aroused 
among civilians; (b) destruction 
shall be commenced suddenly, 
with one blow at the appointed 
time. On that day strict care 
must be taken that no person of 
the civilian population should be 
allowed to leave such inhabited 
locality ...” 

Molotov’s note cites numer- 
ous seized documents, issued by 
the German High Command, or- 


April- 


dering such destruction and pro- 
viding for the methods of ac- 
complishing it. It also presents 
many affidavits sworn to by the 
sufferers. 

The German High Command 
carries out the destruction of the 
national culture of the vario 
nationalities inhabiting the Sov- 
iet Union, who only under the 
Soviet regime have embarked 
upon a free development of their 
respective cultures. 

Order of Field Marshall von 

Reichenau: ; 

. . . “no historic or artistic - 
values in the East possess any 
importance.” 

In the Moscow Region alone, 
the Germans looted and de- 
stroyed 112 libraries, 4 mu- 
seums and 54 theatres and movi 
houses. 
Pushkin home, 
home, both national shrines. 
They looted and destroyed the 
most priceless collections of art, 
books, rare manuscripts. “After 
destroying the Korolenko l- 
brary in Kharkov,” says Molo- 
tov, “they proceeded to pave a 
muddy street with its books for 
the convenience of their motor € 
vehicles.” 

In 13 districts of the Moscow — 
Region, the Hitlerites destroyed . 
42 churches. In the ancient city th 
of Staritsa the Nazis burned the 
16th century monastery, among 
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heaps of naked corpses of tor- 
tured Red Army prison 
Father Ambrosius Ivanov 
ports from the village of Iklins-_ 
koye: “In the middle of th 


1942 


night German troops arrived, 
occupied the church and brought 
in horses . . . They proceeded 
to break and destroy everything 
‘in the church ... They threw 
everything out—the altar, the 
iholy gates, the church stand- 
ards and the holy shrouds.” 
The list of other churches and 
religious monuments destroyed 
and desecrated is too long for an 
ordinary article. “As a rule,” 
according to this note, “before 
‘they retreat the Germans lock 
‘inhabitants of burning villages 
into churches and then set fire 
ito the church buildings with the 
people locked in them.” 

This reviewer purposely re- 
frains from referring here to the 
unmentionable obscenities re- 
counted in this sober pamphlet. 
Evidently the advancing Hitler- 
oons are as brutal as men can be, 
but when they are forced to re- 
treat the full phosphorescent 
bloom of their subhuman na- 
tures comes to the surface in a 
truly brilliant list of sadist in- 
ventions, making an ingenious 
sport of killing: burying alive up 
to the waist, impaling alive on 
stakes, forcing mothers to burn 
their daughters alive, utterly in- 
“conceivable methods of mutila- 
tion. This pamphlet should be 
Yread by those who take their 
Nazis from ‘“‘The Moon is Down.” 

Towards the end Molotov’s 
note cites the now famous dec- 
laration of Joseph Stalin, made 
‘Jon February 23rd, 1942, in which 
‘jhe states that the Red Army and 
“the peoples of the Soviet Union 
“... “have not and cannot have 
any feeling of race hatred to- 
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ward other people, including the 
German people... that the Red 
Army ...is educated in the spir- 
it of equality of all peoples and 
races and ... it does not have 
and cannot have such idiotic 
aims ...as the extermination of 
the German people .. .”

TOTAL VicTory. By Stephen 


King-Hall. New York: Har- 
court, Brace & Co. 306 pp. 
$2.00. 


This British naval officer holds 
that the “combined military re- 
sources of the United States, the 
British Empire, Russia and 
China and other allies will— 
when organized and co-ordinat- 
ed—be adequate to crush the 
Axis resistance on sea, land and 
air.” The author makes it clear 
that “total victory” is nothing 
less than a preparation for ‘‘total 
peace,” to be achieved through 
an Anglo-American alliance, 
supported by other powers. The 
author thinks that an Anglo- 
American Peace Force will be 
stationed in all parts of the 
world to crush any possible out- 
break of aggressive war. The 
personnel of this force — mili- 
tary, naval and air—vwill be 
composed of eighty per cent Bri- 
tish and American citizens and 
twenty per cent “foreign sub- 
jects,” etc. (See pp. 212-216). 
This is childishly fantastic; be- 
cause, although the author ac- 
knowledges that “total victory” 
cannot be attained without the 
co-operation of Soviet Russia 
and China and other allied pow- 
ers, yet he dreams of creating a

new world order for ‘total 
peace” on a basis which will 
mean “Anglo-American Peace.” 
It would be well to keep in mind 
that the world will not calmly 
accept Anglo - American world 
supremacy as it will not accept 
German, Russian or Japanese 
domination.

DEADLINE. By Pierre Lazareff. 
New York: Random House. 
1942. 369 pp. $3.00. 


We agree with all Lazareff 
tells us about the venality of the 
French press. But this is not 
news to anybody who knows a 
little about French domestic 
politics and economies since the 
days before 1914, when the same 
newspapers were paid by the 
government of Czarist Russia to 
popularize Russian loans and the 
Russian - French alliance they 
later disliked so intensely when 
it had to be with Soviet Russia 
against Hitler. We can only re- 
gret that Paris Soir and Mr. La- 
zarefi, its Editor-in-Chief until 
the Armistice, never as far as we 
know expressed their indigna- 
tion about this well-known cor- 
ruption (as others did) at the 
time when it might have been of 
some benefit to their country. 

True, Paris Soir and Paris 
Midi (under the same owner- 
ship) were never paid by Hitler 
and Mussolini. Fortunately the 
owners of these papers were al- 
ready very wealthy and didn’t 
need any money. But we have 
not forgotten the “impartial” 
attitude of Paris Soir before 
1939, when it always claimed to 
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be a neutral and non-political 
newspaper—even on such issues 
as the first fascist outbreak in 
France (February 6, 1934), the 
Spanish Civil War, the Franco- 
Russian alliance, the Affaire 
Stavisky—to name only a few. 
Impartiality with respect to fas- 
cism was no better before 1939 
than since.

THE EDGE OF THE SWwoRD. By 
Vladimir Pozner. New York: 
Modern Age. 1942. 342 pp. 
$2.50. 


This is the human story of the 


fall of France. It is a story con- — 
tained not only in the pages of © 
this book, not only in six weeks © 
of the summer of 1940 nor in the © 
shattered years since the “‘peace- ~ 


lovers” handed Europe over to 


her enemies, but in all the lives © 
of all the people who have cared ~ 


so much for liberty that they 
have become, in abandonment 
and betrayal, its living embodi- 
ment. 


A less sensitive writer, given 
the same material, would un- 
doubtedly have emphasized the 
dramatic possibilities of the epi- 
sode itself. Mr. Pozner is con- 
cerned, instead, with the human 
element. In his hands, the col- 
lapse of France as a dramatic in- 
cident is of small importance 
compared to the indestructible 
fortitude of the French people, 
the true custodians of France’s 
destiny. He relies on the utmost 
simplicity of word and thought, 
as he is writing about simple 


people, soldiers and refugees for | 
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a brief time only, who unconsci- 
ously return at the moments of 
greatest anguish or danger to 
their habitual patterns of 
thought and behavior. The dairy 
man, escaping from Paris with a 
truckload of valuable docu- 
ments, never disregards his ab- 
lutions, for he is accustomed to 
cows and to milk and to being 
clean; while the thoughts of his 
companion who is wounded later 
and left by the roadside in the 
path of the invaders, return 
again and again to his wife, 
pregnant with her fourth child. 


The threads of the story meet 
and part like the roads of 
France. It is a story of the roads 
of France and the summer coun- 
try through which they go; of 
the permanence of the summer 
country, of its homeliness and 
loveliness and its inevitable rip- 
ening. It is the story of the 
people of France disgorged upon 
the roads in bewilderment, in 
terror, in pain, in fury, the fun- 
damental structure of their lives 
undestroyed. 


Essentially all people are the 
same. They speak the same lan- 
guage, they form the same hab- 
its, they dream the same small, 
important dreams, and they be- 
lieve in the same God. Mr. Poz- 
ner knows this. In writing of the 
French people he speaks with 
simplicity and understanding of 
all people who, the world over, 
share the same destiny —the 
tragedy of the present, and the 
triumph of the future which is 
rooted in themselves.

The closing paragraph from 
the introductory essay by Pro- 
fessor Carl J. Friedrich (Har- 
vard) summarizes the conclu- 
sion of many of his co-authors 
and rather pointedly identifies 
the target at which these writers 
are aiming: ‘Anti-Semitism, 
deeply rooted in the spiritual 
decadence of Western society, 
has a quadruple significance; 
though explicitly directed 
against the Jews, it is of much 
broader scope. Anti-Semitism is 
the core of an attack against 
(1) democracy, (2) Christianity, 
(3) the idea of right and wrong, 
law and ethics, (4) civilization 
in any form. Whenever and 
wherever it appears, it should be 
viewed as a most definite danger 
sign.” Substantial in content 
and convincing in argument.

STRATEGY FOR DEMocRACY. By J. 
Donald Kingsley and David 
W. Petegorsky. New York:

The thesis of the work is that 
to win the war you must develop 
an anti-fascist front: co-opera- 
tion between the United States, 
the British Empire, Soviet Rus- 
sia and China is essential both to 
win the war, and to build a fu- 
ture ‘democratic world order.” 
But Asia’s importance is under- 
estimated. 

The chapter on “The Frame- 
work of International Organiza- 
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tion” by M. Pierre Cot, former 
Minister for Air and Commerce 
in French Popular Front gov- 
ernment, is admirable. Cot has 
tried to harmonize the doctrine 
of federalism with regionalism 
as well as universalism. “If uni- 
versality without regionalism is 
impotent, regionalism without 
universality would be danger- 
ous. Regional federations, un- 
controlled by a world organiza- 
tion, might lead to development 
of continental rivalries, such as 
Hitler has been attempting to 
incite in Europe against the 
United States.” 

Mr. Max Werner’s chapter on 
“Mastering the Military Mach- 
ine” is one-sided, because it is 
based upon the following points: 
(1) co-operation between 
America and Europe, (2) the 
organization of Europe and (3) 
an understanding between the 
Anglo-Saxon powers and the 
Soviet Union. Here again Asia’s 
importance has been ignored.

Instead of making the mighty ethical ideals and the moral impera- 
tives of Jesus real in all of life, the church has made terms with our 
profit system and is eulogizing him who can carry it the farthest— 
that it (the church) may have a slice, of course... 

Jesus did not separate ideals from conduct. His teaching was 
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to come to life, or find reality, in the deeds and behavior of his © 


disciples. Finally, the ultimate of his teaching was to find express- 
ion in the whole of life,—in spirit and purpose, in temperament 
and disposition, in all human relationships, in our social, political 
and economic systems. The things of life were to contribute to the 
building of the good life—the life of the spirit, the life of human 
enjoyment. Things were means, not ends with him. When can man 
learn that it is his responsibility not only to live in his world and 
understand the forces operating in that world, but that it is his 
supreme responsibility to shape and mould that world—yes, with 
Christian ideals and Christian standards? ...
